entire FAI board to quit by July

Ex-FAI chief executive John 
Delaney is still on the soccer 
body’s payroll and could 
technically return to a senior 
role, despite the entire FAI 
board agreeing to step down 
by July. 

Sport Ireland confirmed 
Mr Delaney will continue to 
be paid by the FAI while 
on voluntary “gardening 
leave”, after the shock news 
all other senior officials will 
leave within three months. 

In a dramatic day in the 
deepening crisis: 

@ Sports Minister Shane 
Ross revealed that the FAI 
president has written to him 
to say all board members 
will step down at an annual 
general meeting in July, or 
sooner if an emergency 
general meeting is called; 

@ The FAI’s official auditors 
Deloitte wrote to the Com- 
panies Registration Office to 
raise improper accounting 
concerns; 

@ Sport Ireland confirmed it 
will impose a “deep-dive” fi- 
nancial audit into the FAI 
within weeks; 

@ Leo Varadkar said the Of- 
fice of the Director of Corpor- 
ate Enforcement could 
launch its own investigation. 

However, despite the 
breakthrough moment in re- 
forming the soccer body, 
more questions have been 
raised over the exact details. 

During a five-hour meet- 
ing with the Oireachtas 
sports committee, Sport Ire- 
land chief executive John 
Treacy told Fine Gael TD 
Noel Rock that while Mr Del- 
aney has chosen to “volun- 
tarily step aside”, he is still 
on the FAI’s payroll, saying: 
“T believe he is still on the 
payroll while this [FAI- 
launched] investigation by 
Mazars is going on.” 

In a later exchange with 
Sinn Féin TD Imelda 
Munster, Sport Ireland 
chairman Kieran Mulvey 
said the FAI board mass res- 
ignations may not include 
Mr Delaney, as he is on “gar- 
dening leave” during the 
Mazars review, meaning he 
could technically return if 
cleared. 

The ongoing questions — 
and further TD claims some 
board members may simply 
seek re-election at a July 
vote — has led to fresh de- 
mands for the FAI to clarify

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the situation, with Sinn Féin 
TD Jonathan O’Brien telling 
Sport Ireland: “We now have 
a situation where two board 
members are gone, eight 
have indicated they are 
going, and the individual at 
the centre of all the contro- 
versy is only stepping aside.” 

However, in response to 
Irish Examiner’s queries last 
night, an FAI spokesperson 
said the organisation is “not 
saying anything”. 

The questions emerged 
after Mr Ross revealed in a 
bombshell statement to the 
Oireachtas sports committee 
that the entire FAI board will 
step down by July. In a state- 
ment kept under wraps until 
the meeting, Mr Ross said 
after demanding officials en- 
sure “regime change” on 
Monday, FAI president 
Donal Conway wrote to him 
yesterday confirming the im- 
minent resignations. 

Mr Ross said the FAI’s re- 
sponse has been “shambolic” 
and that “root and branch” 
changes are needed, includ- 
ing ensuring that male and 
female players, supporters, 
and grassroots represen- 
tatives are involved in any 
future board. 

Stressing that the Govern- 
ment will withhold funding 
until there is proof of change, 
he said this is “the beginning 
of the end of the old FAI”. 

Mr Ross’s comments came 
after the FAI’s auditor, 
Deloitte, told the Companies 
Registration Office the FAI’s 
accounts have not been prop- 
erly kept, forcing the board’s 
hand on resignations. 

They were followed by 
Sport Ireland announcing a 
“deep-dive” audit regardless 
of any reforms, with Mr Mul- 
vey saying it will be “as 
forensic as it needs to be” as 
“T want no more surprises”. 

Speaking in the Dail, Mr 
Varadkar said the ODCE 
may launch its own FAI in- 
vestigation after Fianna Fail 
leader Micheal Martin said 
“it doesn’t get any more seri- 
ous” than this crisis. 

In the committee, Social 
Democrats TD Catherine 
Murphy said: “People who 
really love the sport will be 
embarrassed, angry, but 
probably not surprised, 
because we've known there 
is a problem for a very long 
time.”

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Broadband plan would cost €3bn over 25 years

The roll-out of the National 
Broadband Plan would cost 
in the region of €3bn, the 
Taoiseach has said. 

Leo VaradkKar said the 
Government needed to spend 
“a little bit more time” before 
it could bring a decision to 
Cabinet on the matter. 

He revealed the cost, in- 
cluding Vat, contingencies 
and so on, could be in the re- 
gion of €3bn, albeit spread 
over 25 years. 

However, the benefits 
must be borne in mind, he 
said during Leaders’ Ques- 
tions in the Dail. 

“Tt is 540,000 homes, farms 
and business and over one 


million people. It is a huge 
project of huge scale. We 
want to do this and to do it 
right. 

“Before we bring a deci- 
sion to Cabinet, we want to 
ensure there is no better al- 
ternative,” Mr Varadkar 
said. 

He was responding to 
questions from Sinn Féin’s 
Mary Lou McDonald, who 
pressed him on other options 
if the Cabinet decides not to 
proceed. 

“Deputy McDonald asked 
about plans B, C and D. We 
are examining all of those be- 
cause we want to be con- 
vinced that the business 
case, costs and everything 
else are deliverable, that it is 
done in accordance with the 


public spending code, that is 
being technically reviewed, 
that international expertise 
and an outside panel have 
examined the plan, that all of 
the alternative ideas being 
floated are not better and 
that it cannot be done 
cheaper or quicker. 

“We want to be satisfied 
with all of those things, 
make a Cabinet decision and 
bring the plan before the 
joint committee and Dail to 
allow Members to examine 
the facts also,” he added. 

Ms McDonald, however, 
said the whole process has 
been marked by delay which 
has generated massive frus- 
tration and impatience right 
across those rural homes 
and communities which the 


Harris reported to authority 
on collapsed Margiotta case

Garda Commissioner Drew 
Harris has provided the 
Policing Authority with a 
report into the collapsed 
prosecution against Garda 
employee Lynn Margiotta 
over the production of sick 
notes. 

The case against Ms Mar- 
giotta and her brother, Tony 
Margiotta, collapsed last 
month after a judge in the 
Circuit Criminal Court 
ruled Ms Margiotta’s rights 
to a solicitor and privacy 
had been breached. 


The Irish Examiner yes- 
terday highlighted a litany 
of unexplained aspects to 
the investigation into 
Ms Margiotta, including the 
circumstances of two arrests 
and the manner in which 
she and her brother were 
charged. Three weeks before 
her first arrest — by col- 
leagues with whom she had 
worked — she had lodged a 
complaint of bullying 
against a garda member. 

Speaking at the AGSI con- 
ference,Mr Harris confirm- 
ed that he reported the issue 
to the Policing Authority. 

Asked whether the case

was in any way related to 
the bullying allegation Ms 
Margiotta had made, Mr 
Harris said he was unaware 
of the specifics of that com- 
plaint. 

For most of the last four 
and a half years, she has not 
received an income from the 
force, despite being an em- 
ployee since 1999. 

Ms Margiotta had been 
accused of acquiring the 
sick notes by deception and 
her brother was accused of 
producing these for her. 

Dr Margiotta never 
denied he had given her 
the sick notes but always 
maintained that there was 
nothing unusual in this. 

The investigating garda 
told the Circuit Criminal 
Court he believed Ms Mar- 
giotta was unwell for the 
periods she claimed to be 
but that was irrelevant to 
the issue of whether she had 
acquired the sick certificates 
by deception. 

Ms Margiotta’s solicitor, 
Yvonne Bambury, has called 
for a “full and impartial” 
inquiry into what she said 
were the “unprecedented 
circumstances” of the case. 





Risein problem

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Five-year 
timetable 
to restore 
Notre Dame 


French president Emma- 
nuel Macron has set a tar- 
get of five years for the ruin- 
ed Notre Dame Cathedral to 
be rebuilt. 

Mr Macron outlined his 
hopes for the restoration in 
an address to the nation last 
night, little more than 24 
hours after the fire. 

He said France “will re- 
build Notre Dame Cathedral 
even more beautifully” and 
pledged to “mobilise” as he 
thanked emergency services 
and donors who pledged 
money for the work. 

In a series of tweets after 
the address, Mr Macron 
said: “We will rebuild Notre 
Dame Cathedral, even more 
beautiful, and I hope that it 
will be completed within five 
years.” 

“In our history, we have 
built cities, harbours, 
churches. Many have 
burned or been destroyed, 
by wars, revolutions, men’s 
faults. Every time we rebuilt 
them,” he added. 

“The fire of Notre-Dame 
reminds us that our history 
never stops, never, and that 
we will always have trials to 
overcome.” 

Nearly 400 firefighters 
battled through the night be- 
fore the blaze was declared 
fully extinguished at about 
10am local time. 

Investigators believe the 
blaze was caused by acci- 
dent, possibly as a result of 
restoration work. 

Fifty investigators are 
now working on a “long” 
and “complex” probe into 
the cause, Paris prosecutor 
Remy Heitz told reporters. 

They will interview 
workers from five com- 
panies hired to work on 
renovations to the cathedral 
roof. 

The tragedy prompted an 
outpouring of support inter- 
nationally, as well as funds 
for the restoration. 

By last night, more than 
€600m had been pledged 
from French families and 
companies including Total 


and L’Oreal Group.

Cathedral at heart of France is

There is no evidence of arson 
in the fire that destroyed the 
landmark Notre Dame cathe- 
dral, according to the French 
public prosecutor, who said 
they are working on the as- 
sumption that the blaze was 
an accident. 

Remy Heitz says the inves- 
tigation will be “long and 
complex”. 

Speaking after the blaze 
was put out, he said five in- 
vestigators are working on 
the probe. They will be inter- 
viewing workers from five 
companies that had been 
hired to work on renovations 
to the cathedral’s roof, which 
was where the flames 
started. 

It took nearly 400 firefight- 
ers more than nine hours to 
put out the fire in Notre 
Dame. Ashes from the blaze 
were scattered along the 
footpaths of the Seine yester- 
day morning. 

Exhausted firefighters 
were still hosing the building 
with jets of water for much of 
yesterday. 

Windows to the rear of the 
building were blackened but 
seemed to be intact. _ 

Bridges on to the Ile de la 
Cité — the island in the Seine 
on which the cathedral 
stands — were closed, but 
crowds of people came to 
view the damage and take 
pictures. 

“It’s a very sad picture,” 
said Daniel Etieve, aged 70. 
“For over 800 years, this 
cathedral has been passed 
from generation to gener- 
ation. Now I question what 
state we will pass it on to the 
generations after us.” 

Paris mayor Anne Hidalgo 
tweeted her thanks to the 
firefighters who saved Notre 
Dame’s twin towers. 

She said on Twitter: “I 
want to say thank you to 
@PompiersParis, they saved 
the towers. I could not im- 
agine Paris without the 
towers of Notre Dame.” 

The fire service said on 
Twitter that Notre Dame’s 
structure and artworks had 
been saved. 

Their tweet said: “The 
structure of the cathedral is 
saved, and the main works of 
art have been safeguarded, 
thanks to the combined ac- 
tion of the various state ser- 
vices committed to our side.” 

Experts are assessing the 
blackened shell of Notre 
Dame to establish the next 
steps to save what remains of 
the structure. 

Junior interior minister 
Laurent Nunez announced 
that architects and other ex- 
perts would meet at the 
cathedral early on Tuesday 
“to determine if the struc- 
ture is stable, and if the fire- 
fighters can go inside to con- 
tinue their work”. 

Politician Nicolas Dupont- 
Aignan praised businessmen 
Bernard Arnault and Fran- 
cois-Henri Pinault for “set- 
ting an example” by pledging 
millions of euro to repair the 
building. 

Speaking to media in front 
of Notre Dame, he said: “All 
the Parisians who have ga- 
thered on the banks have de- 
manded an inquiry to under- 
stand what happened — is it

Parisians were shocked to see the 19th century landmark spire collapse. But there is relief in France too as much of the cathedral and its contents may be less damaged than 


an accident, and why such 
an accident? 

“How can all of this burn? 
It’s terrible — or, is it more 
serious? I think the French 
are asking themselves this 
question. 

“The French want to know 
what happened and we have 
to give them the truth. 

“The state will need to de- 
vote millions, and it will take 
decades [to repair] and when 
we look at the damage, itis a 
tragedy. 

“What can we do to under- 
stand how that happened 
and what can we do to pre- 
vent it happening to other 
monuments in our country?” 

The director of Unesco, the 
United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Or- 
ganisation, says expert work 
must be carried out immedi- 
ately to protect the cathe- 
dral’s remaining structure. 

Audrey Azoulay said it is 
too early to say whether the 
treasured rose windows of 
Notre Dame are unscathed 


because art experts have not 
been able to study the site 
yet. 

She said the first 24 to 48 
hours are crucial to protect- 
ing the stone and wood struc- 
ture from water damage, and 
assessing next steps. 

She warned that parts of 
the cathedral remain “ex- 
tremely fragile”, notably 
hundreds of tonnes of scaf- 
folding set up around the 
cathedral spire that col- 
lapsed. She said Notre Dame 
has “a particular place in the 
world’s collective imagin- 
ation”. 

Notre Dame is part of a Un- 
esco heritage site that in- 
cludes the surrounding 
quays and islands, and the 
UN body has offered its ex- 
pertise to help rebuild. 

President Emmanuel Mac- 
ron will hold a cabinet meet- 
ing today dedicated to the 
aftermath of the fire, focus- 
ing on the national fundrais- 
ing campaign and the recon- 
struction work.

Fire sears soul of a nation where monuments are revered 


Monuments are the emotional 
backbone of France. The 
blaze killed no one, yet seared 
the collective soul. 

It is the power Notre Dame 
had — still has — despite the 
charred scars on its Gothic 
walls. 

Itis not only the unique beauty 
of the Eiffel Tower in Paris, the 
palaces of Versailles, or Mont 
Saint-Michel proudly facing 
the sea that make monuments 
the epitome of France — it is 
also the sense of nationhood 
they represent. 

When one such monument 
goes up in flames, the country 
weeps — literally in the case of 
another historian on national 
radio — even before the full 
extent of the damage became 
clear. 

Across the nation, the pain 
was equally felt, especially 
because just about every re- 
gion has a similar treasure to 


cherish. In the eastern city of 
Strasbourg, which has an 
equally stunning cathedral 
made of red stone reminiscent 
of the glow the fire reflected on 
the towers of Notre Dame, the 
outpouring of solidarity was 
immediate. 

“All our heart is with Paris and 
Notre Dame,” the city said ina 
statement. 

Several EU leaders were in 
town, gathering to address 
their legislature and discuss 
treaties, laws, and regulations. 
France has had to come to the 
aid of its monuments before. 
With many churches and 
monuments ravaged by the 
1789 revolution, Eugene Viol- 
let-le-Duc inspired a restora- 
tion drive during the 19th cen- 
tury that left monuments from 
Notre Dame to Mont St Michel 
and the walled medieval city of 
Carcassonne the envy of the 
world. And at the same time,

beyond providing national 
pride, he helped France be- 
come one of the top tourist 
nations in the world, which 
now adds some €200bn 
annually to the nation’s GDP. 
The draw of the French monu- 
ments was already there when 
US chronicler Mark Twain 
visited Notre Dame a century 
and a half ago. 

Mischievously, he wrote in The 
Innocents Abroad: “We recog- 
nised the brown old Gothic 
pile in a moment; it was like 
the pictures. We loitered 
through the grand aisles for an 
hour or two, staring up at the 
rich stained-glass windows 
embellished with blue and yel- 
low and crimson saints and 
martyrs, and trying to admire 
the numberless great pictures 
in the chapels.” 

That picture had endured 
through the decades since. It 
changed indelibly on Monday.

Support for 
France after 
devastation in 
Notre Dame 


Words of comfort and soli- 
darity — and pledges of 
financial aid — have been 
offered to France in the 
hours after the fire at Notre 
Dame. 

French billionaire Fran- 
cois-Henri Pinault pledged 
€100m to rebuild Notre 
Dame as the cathedral is a 
“symbol of spirituality and 
our common humanity”. 

The businessman and 
fashion mogul, who is mar- 
ried to Hollywood star 
Salma Hayek, said the 
money, is from his family’s 
personal wealth and comes 
with no strings attached or 
“ownership” as to how it is 
used to repair Notre Dame. 

Fashion billionaire Bern- 
ard Arnault, chief executive 
of LVMH, which owns 
fashion houses Louis Vuit- 
ton, Christian Dior, and 
Marc Jacobs, said his family 
and the LVMH Group will 
donate €200m to the recon- 
struction fund. 

French fuel company 
Total and cosmetics maker 
L’Oreal are pledging to each 
donate €100m to support the 
reconstruction of Notre 
Dame Cathedral. 

World leaders have con- 
tinued to share their mess- 
ages of support following 
the Notre Dame fire. 

European Council presi- 
dent Donald Tusk tweeted: 
“T’d like to say words of com- 
fort and solidarity with the 
French nation, also as 
citizen of Gdansk, 90% de- 
stroyed and burnt, later re- 
built. You will also rebuild 
your cathedral! From Stras- 
bourg, French capital of the 
EU, I call on all 28 States to 
take part in this task.#Not- 
reDame.” 

British ambassador to 
France Ed Llewellyn said his 
country stands ready to help 
with restoration efforts. 

“At stake here is some- 
thing more than just materi- 
al help,” he said. “The burn- 
ing of the Notre Dame cathe- 
dral has again made us 
aware that we are bound by 


something more important 
and more profound than 
treaties.” 

European Parliament 
president Antonio Tajani in- 
vited MEPs to contribute 
their day’s salary to help fi- 
nance the cathedral’s recon- 
struction. 

The Vatican’s culture min- 
ister has said Notre Dame is 
a “living creature” that has 
been reborn before and will 
continue to be the “beating 
heart” of France. Cardinal 
Gianfranco Ravasi sug- 
gested that the Vatican, par- 
ticularly its art experts at 
the Vatican museums, could 
play a role in the rebuilding. 

Britain’s Prince Charles 
said he and his family are 
“utterly heartbroken” at the 
fire and said their hearts go 
out to the people of France, 
particularly because of their 
own experience of the “dev- 
astating” fire at Windsor 
Castle in 1992. 

Sheikh Ahmed al-Tayeb, 
the grand imam of Al-Azhar 
in Egypt, the Sunni Muslim 
world’s seat of learning, has 
expressed sadness, describ- 
ing Notre Dame as a “his- 
toric architectural master- 
piece”. 

The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury Justin Welby tweeted 
an image of the fire-dam- 
aged cathedral with the 
Bible passage: “The light 
shines in the darkness, and 
the darkness has not over- 
come it.’ (John 1:5) #Notre- 
Dame.” 

Germany’s foreign min- 
ister, Heiko Maas, said his 
country is prepared to help 
with the rebuilding of Notre 
Dame cathedral. 

He wrote on Twitter: 
“Germany stands ready to 
do that in close friendship.” 

Poland’s' president, 
Andrzej Duda, has offered 
Poland’s experience and 
world-class experts in the 
reconstruction of historic 
buildings as Warsaw and 
many other places were 
rebuilt from Second World 
War rubble.

‘Most precious’ treasures 
saved by heroic Parisians

Notre Dame’s “most precious” treas- 
ures have been saved after a cata- 
strophic fire which left Parisians reel- 
ing. 

Firefighters fully extinguished the 
blaze, which tore through the French 
landmark on Monday evening, as the 
nation woke up to the devastation of its 
cultural and historic “epicentre”. 

Just under 400 firefighters worked for 
more than 12 hours through the night, 
battling to stop the complete destruc- 
tion of the treasured facade after flames 
torched the roof, sending its spire 
crashing to the ground. 

Two police officers and one firefight- 
er were injured during the blaze, which 
saw teams battle to save the structure of 
the 850-year-old Gothic masterpiece 
and successfully recover some of the 
“most precious” artefacts it housed. 

Jean-Marc Fournier, the chaplain of 
Paris Fire Brigade, is being hailed as a 
hero after taking part in the recovery of 
the Crown of Thorns at Notre Dame. 

Speaking to reporters at the cathe- 
dral, Paris’ 15th district mayor Philippe 
Goujon said Father Fournier insisted 
on being allowed to enter the edifice 
with firefighters and played a role in 
the relic’s rescue. 

Fr Fournier’s bravery had been noted 
already after the November 2016 Batac- 
lan attack, when he tended to the in- 
jured and prayed over the dead. 

Investigators believe this fire was 
caused by accident, possibly as a result 
of restoration work taking place. 

French culture minister Franck 
Riester said some of the most valuable 
treasures were stored overnight in the 
Paris town hall and will be moved to the 
Louvre museum “as soon as possible”. 

He said major paintings are not likely 


to be removed until Friday, adding: 
“They have not been damaged but there 
could be some damage from the smoke 
so we are going to take them safely and 
place them in the Louvre where they 
will be dehumidified and they will be 
protected, conserved and then 
restored.” 

Paris’ deputy mayor said Notre 
Dame’s organ, one of the biggest and 
most famous in the world, remains in- 
tact after the fire. Emmanuel Gregoire 
told BFMTV that a plan to protect the 
cathedral’s treasures was rapidly and 
successfully activated. 

The organ dates to the 1730s and was 
constructed by Francois Thierry. It 
boasts an estimated 8,000 pipes. 

The fire, which broke out as the last 
crowds of tourists ended visits at 
around 7pm local time, was finally 
declared to be “fully extinguished” on 
Tuesday morning. 

Fifty people are working on a “long” 
and “complex” investigation into the 
cause, Paris prosecutor, Remy Heitz, 
told reporters. 

Investigators will interview workers 
from five companies hired to work on 
renovations to the cathedral roof. 

Speaking in front of the cathedral, 
junior interior minister Laurent Nunez 
said: “The task overnight was to bring 
the fire under control so it doesn’t re- 
start. The task is — now the risk of fire 
has been put aside — about the build-

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ing, how the structure will resist.” 

Gabriel Plus, a spokesman for Paris 
firefighters, said emergency services 
are currently “surveying the movement 
of the structures and extinguishing 
smouldering residues”. 

Scores of Parisians gathered on the 
banks of the Seine as the sun rose on 
Tuesday morning to survey the damage 
to their beloved landmark. 

Ashes from the cathedral’s roof and 
spire blew across the banks of the river, 
along with blossom from Notre Dame’s 
gardens. 

A 55-year-old art historian, who gave 
his name as Fabrice, said it is “hard to 
believe that this is happening in Paris - 
part of ourselves has been destroyed”. 

“T always go for a walk in this area 
every day and come to see Notre Dame,” 
he said. “It’s like coming to visit an 
elderly parent.” 

Pope Francis said he is praying for 
Parisians “under the shock of the ter- 
rible fire”. 

President Michael D Higgins said: 
“As President of Ireland, I would like to 
express the feelings of solidarity of the 
Irish people with the people of France at 
the catastrophic damage to one of the 
most iconic buildings in Europe — a 
building which the people of Paris have 
shared with millions from all over the 
world, as part of a shared global 
cultural heritage. 

“The Notre Dame Cathedral has suf- 
fered many instances of catastrophic 
damage over the centuries, and it is my 
hope that it will survive this latest ter- 
rible catastrophe.” 

And in a message to President Emma- 
nuel Macron, the Queen of England 
said: “I extend my sincere admiration to 
the emergency services who have 
risked their lives to try to save this 
important national monument.” 
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Jake Anderson, 21, was killed in 
a crash on Monday night.

Release of man in 
Wilk murder probe 


A file is to be prepared for the 
DPP after a man in his 30s 
arrested in connection with the 
murder of Polish father of two 
Mikolaj Wilk was released with- 
out charge. 

He was arrested at a house in 
Mayfield, Cork city, last week. 
Originally from Knocknaheeny, 
he had moved to the UK for a 
period. 

Gardai are also to prepare files 
for the DPP after the arrest and 
release without charge of a Lat- 
vian man in his 20s and an Irish 
woman in her 30s. Six people 
have now been arrested in 
relation to the killing of Mr Wilk 
at his home in Ballincollig, Co 
Cork, on June 20, 2018. A vi- 
cious gang wielding machetes 
entered the house and killed 
him in the presence of his wife. 


Vigilance urged 
over wildfires 


The fire service in Kerry is ap- 
pealing to people not to start 
wildfires in the countryside and 
to be”vigilant”. 

Last weekend, firefighters and 
engines had to deal with sev- 
eral large gorse fires through- 
out the county. 

One of the incidents took place 
in the buffer zone area of the 
Killarney National Park. 

On Friday/Saturday morning 
fire crews were required to deal 
with gorse fires in Knocknagos- 
hel, Caragh Lake, Brosna, 
Muckross, and Moyvane. 

From Friday to Sunday night 
the service had 21 callouts, 
including 12 gorse fires. The 
cost of the huge wildfire which 
destroyed 200 acres at Torc 
Mountain in the middle of Killar- 
ney National Park over a fort- 
night ago is still being counted. 


CE supervisors to 
strike over pension 


Community Employment 
supervisors are to strike for five 
days in May if Paschal Dono- 
hoe, the finance minister, does 
not meet their trade union rep- 
resentatives to discuss a 2008 
Labour Court recommendation 
concerning their right to a 
pension.

PSNI recover ATM 
stolen in Antrim 


A cash machine, stolen in Co 
Antrim yesterday morning, has 
been recovered by police. 

It is not known if the recovered 
ATM contained any money. 

A digger was used in the 
robbery at a shop on Market 
Square in Bushmills. 

It is the ninth such robbery in 
the North this year. There have 
been similar thefts in counties 
Monaghan and Cavan. 

On this occasion, the thieves 
used a stolen tractor to steal a 
low loader from a farmyard 
around 5km outside the town. 
While the Police Service of 
Northern Ireland (PSNI) has set 
up a special unit to tackle such 
crime the thefts are continuing 
on a regular basis. 


€1.5m of cannabis 
seized from vehicle 


Cannabis herb with an esti- 
mated street value of €1.5m 
was seized following a vehicle 
search in West Dublin yester- 
day afternoon. 

A 66-year-old man was ar- 
rested at the scene and was 
being detained last night for 
questioning at Lucan Garda 
Station. 

The vehicle search was on foot 
of an an intelligence led oper- 
ation, targeting organised 
criminality in the Dublin area, 
by Garda National Drugs and 
Organised Crime Bureau.

Tribunal open to those in CervicalCheck scandal

Terms for a tribunal to hear 
and determine claims from 
women and families caught 
up in the CervicalCheck 
scandal have been agreed by 
government. 

The inquiry will be 
chaired by Ms Justice Mary 
Irvine and will be open to 
women and families from the 
the 221 group of patients 


involved in the Cervical- 
Check audit. 

Legislation was agreed at 
Cabinet yesterday for the 
tribunal, which is being set 
up as an alternative to the 
courts for dealing with cases 
arising from the controver- 
sy. Smear tests for women 
were subject to a clinical 
audit following their cancer 
diagnosis but many women, 
including campaigner Vicky 
Phelan, were not informed of 


reviews or changed out- 
comes. 

Health Minister Simon 
Harris said the tribunal 
would be open to individuals 
who are part of the 221 group 
of women involved in the 
CervicalCheck audit. Fur- 
thermore, individuals in- 
volved in a separate review 
of smear slides from 1,600 
cancer cases can also apply 
if contrary test results are 
discovered. 


The Department of Health 
said the tribunal would be 
open to those individuals 
who are identified during the 
“independent expert panel 
review currently under- 
taken by the Royal College of 
Obstetrics and Gynaecology 
in the UK, where this review 
presents findings discordant 
with those of the original cy- 
tology examination”. 

The department also said 
that the legislation for the 


tribunal would be published 
on its website after consul- 
tation with the Attorney 
General. This is expected to 
take several days 

Work is also advanced, the 
department said, on an ex- 
gratia scheme for women af- 
fected by the non-disclosure 
of the CervicalCheck audit 
and this will be open for ap- 
plications shortly. This is for 
the 221 women and their 
families and amounts will be 


decided by an independent 
assessment panel. 
Meanwhile, Government 
yesterday also agreed to new 
parental leave measures 
which were announced in 
last October’s budget. 
Cabinet also agreed yes- 
terday to begin the nomi- 
nation process to appoint 
new presidents to the circuit 
and district courts. The sys- 
tem, to mirror the new judi- 
cial appointments rules 


slowly going through the 
Oireachtas, will see a senior 
judge, the attorney general, a 
lay member, and others on 
an advisory panel pick suit- 
able members of the judici- 
ary and propose names to the 
government. 

The Government said a 
similar process would be 
used as was used for the ap- 
pointments of the chief jus- 
tice in 2017 and the president 
of the court of appeal in 2018.

Problem cocaine use is on 
the rise, with the number of 
cases of cocaine addiction 
jumping by 32% between 
2016 and 2017. 

The new figures from the 
Health Research Board 
(HRB) show that, while co- 
caine is the third most com- 
mon problem drug reported 
to the National Drug Treat- 
ment Reporting System, its 
use has risen year after year. 

The data shows that while 
problem cocaine use fell 
slightly between 2011 and 
2013, it has risen every year 
since. The largest increase is 
from 12.3% in 2016 to 16.8% in 
2017 — an increase of 32%. A 
total of 1,500 cases were 
treated for cocaine use in 
2017, almost double the 
number of cases in 2011 (770 
cases). The number of new 
cases treated has risen from 
396 in 2011 to 748 in 2017. 

The HRB data shows that 
men account for four in 
every five cases reporting, 
while the most common ad- 
ditional drugs reported 
among cocaine cases were al- 
cohol (58%), cannabis (48%), 
and benzodiazepines (25%). 

A total of 63,303 cases pres- 
ented for treatment for prob- 
lem drug use (excluding al- 
cohol) between 2011 and 2017. 
The number of treated cases 
increased from 8,361 in 2011 
to 9,892 in 2015, and then de- 
creased to 8,922 in 2017. 

In 2017, opiates — mainly 
heroin — were the most com- 
mon drugs reported among 
cases treated for problem 
drug use. However, the pro- 
portion of opiate cases has 
fallen in recent years. 


Cannabis, cocaine, and 
benzodiazepines were re- 
spectively the second, third, 
and fourth most common 
drugs reported by cases in 
treatment in 2017. 

Cannabis remains the 
most common drug among 
cases entering treatment for 
the first time. It was the most 
common drug among new 
cases in 2017, with four in 
every 10 new cases were 
treated for problem cannabis 
use, 

Many of these cases were 
young people, with the aver- 
age age for new cannabis 
cases standing at 21 years 
old, compared to 32 years old 
for opiates and 28 years old 
for cocaine. 

A high level of unemploy- 
ment (64%, or 5,702 cases) 
was found among cases 
treated in 2017, as in pre- 
vious years. The number of 
cases in paid employment 
also increased from 670 in 
2011 (8% of cases) to 1,280 in 
2017 (14% of cases). 

HRB chief executive Dar- 
rin Morrissey said the fig- 
ures show drug use continu- 
es to seriously impact people 
right across Irish society. 

“This is evident in the 
drug treatment data pres- 
ented today, as well as the 
HRB’s recent drug-related 
deaths and alcohol treat- 
ment reports,” he said. 

“Over the recent period of 
economic recovery, drug 
treatment trends are chang- 
ing and the data we analyse 
from the HRB information 
systems helps to inform 
health services provision 
and the health policy re- 
sponses to problem drug use 
in Ireland.”

Government downgrades 
economic growth forecasts

Growth in the economy has 
slowed and will slow 
further, forcing the Govern- 
ment to revise downward 
its growth forecasts for this 
year and next. 

Brexit, trade wars, and 
other major factors have led 
toa “soft patch” in the global 
economy which Ireland 
must be prepared for, the 
Government has warned. 

Despite this, Finance Min- 
ister Paschal Donohoe says 
an additional 50,000 jobs are 
expected to be created this 
year. 

Publishing the Govern- 
ment’s latest Stability Pro- 
gramme Update, Mr Dono- 
hoe’s department down- 
graded its growth forecasts 
for this year and next to 
3.9% and 3.3% respectively 
to reflect what it described 
as “a deterioration in key 


export markets”. 

This is down from the 
4.2% projection for 2019 and 
3.6% projection for 2020 
given on Budget Day. 

“Since the publication of 
the Department of Finance’s 
autumn forecasts on Budget 
Day, the external environ- 
ment has become more 
challenging,” said a state- 
ment from the Department 
of Finance. 

Ata press briefing, Mr Do- 
nohoe’s chief economist, 
John McCarthy, said the 
economy reached its econ- 
omic peak mid-way through 
last year and has moderated 
since. 

“From an Irish perspec- 
tive, the pace of growth has 
slowed in key export mar- 
kets, with a loss of momen- 
tum particularly evident in 
both the euro area and the 
UK,” warned Mr McCarthy. 

The department also high- 
lighted a slowdown in some 


domestic indicators. 

Notwithstanding the 
slowing pace of growth, the 
Department of Finance still 
expects to run a modest 
budget surplus of 0.2% of 
gross domestic product in 
2019 on foot of larger than 
expected corporation tax re- 
ceipts in the final quarter of 
last year. 

The Government ran a 
budget surplus last year for 
the first time since 2007, 
thanks in the main to record 
business tax receipts. The 
modest surplus of just €50m 
will be built upon this year, 
said the minister. 

“Despite the less favour- 
able external environment, 
the Irish economy remains 
in a strong position, and this 
is paying dividends in the 
labour market where an 
additional 50,000 jobs are 
expected to be added this 
year,” said Mr Donohoe. 

“We have also confirmed

House fire blamed on tumble dryer

A former Labour Party coun- 
cillor died in a house fire 
which was probably caused 
by a tumble dryer. His son 
now says that warnings 
about potential fire risks 
should be placed on all dryer 
machines. 

The recommendation, re- 
lating to potential combus- 
tion risks from interrupting 
drying cycles and leaving 
hot clothes in dryers, was 
also made earlier by Limer- 
ick City Coroner John 
McNamara, on behalf of 
former Limerick councillor 


Seamus Houlihan’s devas- 
tated family. 

Mr Houlihan’s inquest 
heard that a tumble dryer 
was the probable cause of the 
fatal blaze, although the 
exact cause could not be de- 
finitively established. 

Mr Houlihan, 84, was 
found unresponsive by his 
son James, also a former La- 
bour councillor, when he ar- 
rived at their home, which 
was on fire, on June 2, 2018. 

The coroner returned a 
verdict of accidental death. 

Mr Houlihan, who had a 
number of underlying health 
issues, died from high levels 


of carbon monoxide poison- 
ing, the inquest heard. 

A forensic examination of 
the three-year-old tumble 
dryer found it was the likely 
cause of the blaze. An engin- 
eer’s report stated that the 
risk of laundry “self-heating 
and subsequent spontaneous 
combustion” is a known 
safety risk in the laundry in- 
dustry, particularly if the 
cooling phase of a cycle is 
stopped or interrupted. 

James Houlihan told the 
inquest that the lint filter in 
the dryer was maintained 
regularly, and he insisted the 
dryer was not turned on 


when he left the house ear- 
lier on the night. 

On behalf of a request of 
James Houlihan, Dr McNa- 
mara agreed to a general rec- 
ommendation that warning 
stickers be prominently 
placed on tumble dryers. 

Speaking afterwards, 
James Houlihan said he 
hopes this will help create 
awareness around the issue. 
He said the inquest verdict 
half provided some “closure” 
for him. 

“And, hopefully, any 
warnings that get out there 
might help other families,” 
he said.

The evidence against Patrick 
Quirke amounts to no more 
than suspicion and is not 
enough to convince a jury 
that he killed Bobby Ryan, a 
defence barrister has told 
the love rival murder trial at 
the Central Criminal Court.

The jury will return next 
Tuesday to hear the judge’s 
charge from Justice Eileen 
Creedon before they begin 
their deliberations. 

Mr Quirke, aged 50, of 
Breanshamore, Co Tipper- 
ary has pleaded not guilty to 
the murder of Bobby Ryan, a 
part-time DJ known as Mr 
Moonlight. Mr Ryan went 
missing on June 3, 2011, after 
leaving his girlfriend Mary 
Lowry’s home at about 


6.30am. His body was found 
in an underground run-off 
tank on the farm owned by 
Ms Lowry and leased by the 
accused at Fawnagown, Tip- 
perary, 22 months later in 
April 20138. The prosecution 
has claimed Mr Quirke mur- 
dered Mr Ryan so he could 
rekindle an affair with Ms 
Lowry, aged 52. 

Mr Condon reminded the 
jury that his client told gar- 
dai he was a “curious and in- 
quisitive” person. He sug- 
gested that much of what the 
prosecution sought to use 
against him could be ex- 
plained by these traits. You 
might say he is a “nosy 
parker,” Mr Condon said, ad- 
ding, “nobody would like to 
be called nosy but we all 
have flaws and personality 
quirks but that’s not 
murder.” 

He asked the jury to look 
fairly and with nuance at the 
evidence that Mr Quirke’s 
computer was used to search 
for information on DNA and 
“human body decomposi- 
tion” while Mr Ryan was still 
a missing person. You could 
not, he said, convict based on 
those searches. Mr Quirke 
told gardai he was “inquisi- 
tive by nature” and Mr Con- 
don warned the jury of the 
“great risk” of making a leap 
based on those searches 
alone. 

He said: “If they move you, 
they will move you to no 
more than suspicion.” 

They were general

searches, he said, with no 
specific detail relating to this 
case, carried out in circum- 
stances where Bobby Ryan 
was missing and Mr Quirke 
was following the disappear- 
ance in the news. There was, 
Mr Condon said, reference in 
the news to Trace Ireland 
and cadaver dogs having 
been used to try to find him. 

There is nothing in those 
searches to do with bodies 
decomposing in water or in 


an airtight container, which 
would be specific to this case. 
He asked the jury what 
weight they could place on 
the searches and whether 
they can be relied on. 
Counsel further reminded 
the jury of Mr Quirke’s 
Garda interviews in which 
he said that if he knew where 
Mr Ryan’s body was and 
wanted to know what condi- 
tion it was in all he had to do 
was open the tank and look. 


Teen’s bail revoked after 18 breaches

A teenager who facing 
charges under Operation 
Joyrider — a Garda investi- 
gation of car thefts in Cork 
city — was released on more 
stringent bail yesterday 
after four nights in custody.

Son remanded 
over ‘cruel’ abuse 
of elderly mother 


A mother, caring for an 
ageing husband confined to 
his bed, has told a district 
court judge of how a son, in 
his 40s, is “cruel” to her. 

The accused, who lives 
with his parents, was 
brought before a court in 
West Cork for the breach ofa 
safety order in a matter 
normally dealt with under 
family law. 

Having been ‘on the drink’ 
for several days last week, 
the man was “extremely ag- 
gressive” towards his 
mother, a garda sergeant 
said. Due to the nature of the 
case, the man cannot be 
identified at this stage. 

But his mother, distressed 
in court, told Judge James 
MeNulty: “I don’t want him 
to give up the drink, I just 
want him to stop being cruel 
to me. He shouts and accuses 
me of stuff, calling me the 
most horrible names. He 
phoned me one time, without 
his number showing up, and 
asked: ‘Do you want to meet 
your mother?’ My mother 
was dead.” 

“T try to block it out what 
he says,” she told the court. 

She added: “It has been 
very upsetting to me and 
very hurtful. He accuses me 
of the being the most hor- 
rible mother under the sun.” 

Her husband, in his 80s, is 
confined to bed for up to 23 
hours daily. 

Meanwhile, the garda ser- 


geant, prosecuting, ex- 
plained to Judge McNulty 
the case was before the court 
as the accused was “highly 
agitated” after being on the 
drink for a few days. 

Matters came to a head in 
the parents’ home last Sun- 
day. 

Speaking to the judge from 
the well of the court, the 
man, who is estranged from 
his children, stated that he 
and his father are “very good 
friends”. 

He told the court: “My 
father and myself are terri- 
fied of her.” He also said: “I 
still talk away to the girl [his 
mother].” 

Judge McNulty advised 
the man: “They [his parents] 
are entitled to be living in 
peace, at this time of their 
lives. You are living under 
their roof!” 

The man asked for an op- 
portunity to bring his father 
to court. But the judge re- 
manded him in custody until 
May 3, for sentencing, ad- 
ding: “You'll have a clearer 
head when you come back to 
court.” 

Pleading with the judge to 
avoid custody, the man 
asked: “Can you put it off ‘til 
next week?” 

And as the mother said: “I 
didn’t want this to happen”, 
the judge responded: “I don’t 
have to explain or analyse it. 
He has been given lots of op- 
portunities.” 


He noted that in interview 
Mr Quirke had referenced 
his deceased son when asked 
about the decomposition 
searches. Mr Condon said it 
may be “macabre” but 
people do the strangest 
things on their computers. 
“You are invited to weigh 
the evidence but you are not 
entitled to start and jump all 
the way to the end,” he said. 
“You can’t go straight to guil- 
ty on the basis of some 
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searches on the internet over 
a couple of minutes in De- 
cember.” 

He described the prosecu- 
tion as requiring “enormous 
leaps” and stated that the 
height of the prosecution 
case is suspicion. He told the 
jurors they don’t know any- 
thing about what happened 
on June 3, 2011. All the jury 
has, Mr Condon said, is “this 
little piece which does not 
achieve what the prosecu-

tion wants it to achieve 
which is to convince you 
with certainty that this man, 
who has denied, denied, de- 
nied, he actually killed 
Bobby Ryan.” He said there 
is no hard evidence and this 
search alone is not enough to 
convict. 

Counsel called on the jury 
to start from the position 
that Mr Quirke is innocent 
and to imagine themselves or 
a person they love in his 
position having done what 
he can to assist gardai and 
having had everything he 
said interpreted in the worst 
possible way. To be accused 
based on what Mary Lowry 
said and a couple of internet 
searches. He concluded: “I 
ask you to acquit this man.” 

Earlier, Mr Condon criti- 
cised the Garda investi- 
gation telling the jury they 
had been given substandard 
evidence due to failures in 
the investigation. He urged 
the jury to approach the 
prosecution’s claims with 
“great care and scepticism”. 

Mr Condon told the jury 
that gardai should have 
searched Mary Lowry’s 
house at Fawnagowan, the 
last place Mr Ryan was re- 
ported alive in 2011. They 
should also have videotaped 
the removal of Mr Ryan’s 
body from the tank in 2013. 
They had failed to tell a path- 
ologist that a concrete lid 
covering the tank cracked, 
dropping debris onto the 
body, he said.

They should have used the 
Garda sub aqua team to re- 
cover the body rather than 
the fire brigade. They had 
failed, he said, to record the 
finding of a hair clip in the 
tank beside the body, some- 
thing Mr Condon suggested 
the prosecution was trying to 
“airbrush” out of the case. 

Dr Khalid Jaber, the form- 
er deputy State pathologist, 
did not attend the scene 
where the body was found, 
something that acting State 
pathologist Dr Michael Cur- 
tis and former Northern Ire- 
land State pathologist Pro- 
fessor Jack Crane said they 
would have done. Dr Jaber 
retained only one maggot 
from the body to be analysed 
by an entomologist and did 
not note if it was alive or 
dead when he found it, Mr 
Condon said. He also failed 
to retain any of the adult flies 
seen on the body. 

Counsel said it was “extra- 
ordinary” that gardai emp- 
tied onto the ground the con- 
tents of the vacuum tanker 
which Mr Quirke said he 
used to draw water from the 
tank before discovering the 
body. 

Mr Condon asked the jury 
if they were satisfied gardai 
at the scene had maintained 
evidence with such “robust- 
ness” that they would have 
no criticism and no sleepless 
nights. He further asked if 
they could be satisfied the 
hair clip does not amount to 
a reasonable doubt.

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Mother and Baby Homes forum want full report published

Members of the Collabor- 
ative Forum on Mother and 
Baby Homes have expressed 
their disappointment at the 
Government’s refusal to 
publish its full report. 

The forum - which is com- 
prised of former residents of 
the institutions and advo- 
cates and is separate from 
the Mother and Baby Homes 
Commission - began its work 
in July of last year and pres- 
ented a report of almost 90 


pages to children’s minister 
Katherine Zappone in De- 
cember. 

However, Ms Zappone yes- 
terday only published the 
recommendations of the 
forum - citing legal advice 
from the Attorney General. 
She said she intends to pub- 
lish the full report after the 
Commission publishes its 
final report in February of 
next year. 

The Irish Examiner under- 
stands that the decision to 
not publish the report has 


caused a considerable degree 
of upset among members of 
the forum. The group had 
worked on the report and its 
recommendations for almost 
one year - with some 
members flying in from the 
US on a monthly basis for 
meetings. 

The forum was requested 
to attend a meeting with Ms 
Zappone on April 3 where 
she informed them that re- 
port could not be published 
in full on advice from the At- 
torney General. The report is 


believed to be extremely 
critical of a number of agen- 
cies including Tusla which 
holds a large number of rec- 
ords in relation to former 
Mother and Baby Homes. 

It is understood that one 
member of the forum sent a 
resignation email to Ms Zap- 
pone in recent days in pro- 
test at the decision not to 
publish the report in full. 

“T have lost all faith in the 
forum and I couldn’t agree to 
recommendations being re- 
leased without the backing of 


the report we worked so hard 
on,” she said. 

In a foreward to the recom- 
mendations, forum members 
stressed that only the publi- 
cation of the full report can 
allow the basis of its recom- 
mendations to be heard and 
understood. 

Those recommendations 
include a package of health 
and well-being measures for 
survivors, a memorialisation 
programme and a research 
project on language and ter- 
minology used to describe 


the reality of Ireland’s treat- 
ment of certain groups of 
mothers and children. 

The forum has also called 
for the scrapping of the Gov- 
ernment’s planned In- 
formation and Tracing Bill 
and its replacement with an 
alternative “Identities and 
Personal Information Bill”. 

It has also called for the 
creation of a “one-stop-shop” 
to house records from across 
State, religious orders, coun- 
ty and other sources so as “to 
enable access to identity, 


Pelosi warns UK not to damage peace process

Speaker of the US House of 
Representatives Nancy Pelo- 
si has warned British auth- 
orities there will be no US- 
UK trade deal after Brexit if 
any damage is done to the 
peace process in Ireland. 

She told a lunch hosted by 
Tanaiste Simon Coveney at 
Iveagh House that the US 
was a “guarantor” of the 
Good Friday Agreement. She 
said her views and those of a 
US congressional delegation 
were made known at the 
“highest level” during a visit 
to London this week. 

“Everyone we met with, 
we made clear. The Good Fri- 
day [Agreement] accords are 
not just a peace agreement, 
that would be justified 
enough for us to want to 
work very hard to protect. 
But it is something so elev- 
ated because of the numbers 
of hundreds of years of con- 
flict that it resolved.” 

The US had a “vested” in- 
terest in Irish peace, Ms Pe- 
losi said, adding: “We made 
clear to them [the British] 
that while we want the best 
possible outcome, the people 
have spoken, they want to 
leave the EU, that’s a deci- 
sion their country is making 
and has made and as they 
work that out, not to think 
for one minute that there is 
any comfort for them in the 
fact that if they leave the EU, 
they would quickly have a 
US-UK trade agreement. 

“That's just not on the 
cards if there’s any harm 
done to the Good Friday ac- 
cords. Don’t even think 
about that.” 
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Nancy Pelosi, the 52nd Speaker of the US House of Representatives, says that a post-Brexit trade deal with the UK is ‘just not on the cards if there’s any harm done to the Good

Mr Coveney said Ireland 
must ensure the “troubled 
and tragic past must not 
come back to haunt us”. 


Directly elected 
mayor's office 
faces opposition

A number of county council- 
lors in Waterford have ex- 
pressed overwhelming op- 
position to a directly-elected 
mayor’s office for the city. 

Seven of the eight council- 
lors serving the Dungarvan/ 
Lismore municipal district 
have expressed overwhel- 
ming opposition to a directly 
elected mayor’s office. 

The eight-seat west Water- 
ford district is one of three 
divisions in the 32-seat city 
and county local authority 
which incorporates Water- 
ford City/Tramore (18 seats) 
and Comeragh (currently 
six). 

The Dungarvan-Lismore 
has supplied past and pres- 
ent city and county mayors 
but Cllr Damien Geoghegan 
claimed the office would 
never again be filled from 
west Waterford under the 
new process. 

The Government is press- 
ing ahead with directly- 
elected mayors for Cork, 
Limerick and Waterford. 

Cllr Geoghegan said any 
future mayor would likely 
derive from the city/Tra- 
more region prior to “politics 
kicking in and money going 
in that direction”. 

He believed a further new 
proposal where “one-third of 
the council could pass a 
budget” supplemented the 
concerns. 

“We could see deals being 
done between the mayor and 





a small group of councillors” 
he predicted. Cllr Geoghegan 
said mayors might ulti- 
mately not enjoy the support 
of a full council. “It’s a recipe 
for chaos”. 

Clir James Tobin, an ex- 
mayor, feared the office 
would become “a political 
position” and open to undue 
influence. “It doesn’t bear 
thinking about”, he said. 

Meanwhile, Clir Pat Nu- 
gent had reservations the 
mayor’s proposed €130,000 
salary would emanate from 
“the one budget” with a con- 
sequential loss to the provi- 
sion of services. 

Cllr Declan Doocey, the 
current mayor, claimed the 
proposal was “a criticism of 
us and of our system”. 
Favouring the current sys- 
tem, he observed: “I don’t see 
any bit of Waterford falling 
into the Atlantic or the Suir!” 

He said, presently, a policy 
“might need a bit of tweaking 
or horse trading” but 
“democracy prevails” in the 
end. 

Clir Doocey also suggested 
“vou could end up with 
someone unsuitable” being 
mayor”. 

Clir Tom Cronin likewise 
feared “someone who hasn’t 
a clue” gaining office and 
suggested returning “proper 
powers to local councillors” 
as a better priority. 

And Clir Séamus O’Don- 
nell also opposed the move as 
“taking power away from the 
county manager”. 


Trade between Ireland and

Lidl plan for Douglas en again

The planning watchdog has 
refused permission for the 
development of a Lidl super- 
market in a Cork suburb for 
the second time, following 
local objections. 

Cork County Council has 
twice given the green light to 
the proposed supermarket 
on a two-acre site between 
Carrigaline Rd and Church- 
yard Lane in the heart of 
Douglas village, only for An 
Bord Pleanala to twice over- 
turn the decision on appeal. 

In 2017, the board rejected 
the local authority’s first 
decision to grant planning 
permission after locals 
lodged objections over traf- 
fic, parking, and the visual 
impact the proposed super- 
market would have on the 
village. The site is located in 
a designated Architectural 
Conservation Area. 

Lidl lodged a second appli-

cation last year and the 
council approved a develop- 
ment comprising a 2,251 sqm 
supermarket and a 1,351 sqm 
three-storey building with a 
café/restaurant, offices, and 


five apartments. 

But An Bord Pleanala 
overturned the decision. 

It determined the develop- 
ment “by reason of its de- 
sign, scale and massing, 


would be visually dominant 
and out of character with the 
pattern of existing develop- 
ment in the Church Street 
Architectural Conservation 
Area and would be visually 
obtrusive within the Douglas 
Village streetscape”. 

It also ruled the develop- 
ment would prejudice the de- 
velopment potential of ad- 
joining lands to the north. 

Peter Horgan, a Labour 
local election candidate in 
the South East city council 
ward, had lodged an objec- 
tion with the county council. 

The area in question will 
come under City Hall follow- 
ing the boundary expansion. 

“It’s a great result for 
those who have fought this 
imposition in Douglas vil- 
lage and an eye opener for 
the local authority who have 
twice sought to implant this 
development against the 
wishes of the people,” said 
Mr Horgan.

®@ Garda chief urges resolution of 
allegations engulfing association

The Garda Commissioner 
has told middle-ranking gar- 
dai that allegations engulf- 
ing their staff association is 
impacting on the entire or- 
ganisation. 

Speaking at the annual 
conference of the Associ- 
ation of Garda Sergeants and 
Inspectors (AGSI), Drew 
Harris said he wanted the 
matter resolved “as soon as 
possible”. 

But he told the leadership 
of the AGSI that he still 
trusted the association and 
the individuals within it. 

Those comments con- 
trasted with that of Justice 
Minister Charlie Flanagan, 
who told delegates on Mon- 
day evening that he needed 
an association that he could 
trust representing sergeants 
and inspectors. 

On other issues, the Com- 
missioner said: 

@ He could not comment on 
reports of being transported 
by the PSNI, with armed 
PSNI officers, in the Repub- 
lic, saying that publicising 
details of his travel arrange- 
ments, which he said were in 
place for the last six years, 
could compromise his and 
his family’s security; 

@ It was “not acceptable” 
that nearly 4,000 of more 
than the 12,000 gardai who 
have received training on the 
Code of Ethics had not yet 
signed the code; 

@ There is a “copycat” el- 
ement, involving different 
gangs, to the spate of ATM 
thefts in the North and the 
border region in the South. 

Asked about allegations 
concerning a senior member 
in the AGSI, he declined to 
comment on the specifics, 
but said: “It’s been dealt 
with, it’s been dealt with ex- 
peditiously and I would hope 
soon to see the papers in re- 
spect of that and obviously I 
would wish to study those 


carefully and make an objec- 
tive decision based on those 
papers.” He said he would 
like the matter resolved “as 
quickly as possible”. 

Asked whether he had 
trust in the association, 
given the comments of the 
minister on Monday, he said: 
“Yes, I trust the association, I 
trust the individuals within 
that. Allegations have been 
made and they are treated 
very seriously and must be 
subject to due process and 
when we get to a conclusion 
on that then this matter can 
hopefully be resolved in 
terms not just of AGSI but 
also An Garda Siochana as 
well because it impacts on 
the organisation too.” 

Questioned by the media 
on recent reports that he was 
transported by the PSNI, 
with armed officers on 
board, to Garda Head- 
quarters, he declined to give 
specific answers citing se- 
curity concerns. He said all 
the protocols regarding 
cross-border movement, 
which he stressed have been 
in place for the last six years, 
were adhered to. 

“Tam not going to answer 
that question directly be- 
cause it does impact directly 
on my security and my se- 
curity arrangements.” 

He added: “This matter re- 
lates to my own security and 
the security of my family and 
I don’t wish to comment any 
further.” 

On ethical policing, he said 
that according to Mr Justice 
Peter Charleton in his Dis- 
closure Tribunal report, gar- 
dai are “collectively obliged” 
to provide a policing and se- 
curity service based on high 
standards and ethical behav- 
iour. “It is what I also expect 
of you all,” he told delegates. 

But he said this was 
“undermined” by the fact 
that nearly 4,000 of the more 
than 12,000 Garda members 
who have received Code of 
Ethics training have yet to 
sign the code. “This is not ac- 
ceptable,” he said. 


Gardai: Policing repossessions ‘no-win situation for us’

Middle-ranking officers 
claim that gardai are ina 
“no-win situation” in polic- 
ing court-ordered reposses- 
sions. 

And some members have 
received threats as a result, 
the annual conference of the 
Association of Garda Ser- 
geants and Inspectors 
(AGSIJ) has heard. 

Supervisors want Garda 
HQ to devise operating 
guidelines to deal with the 


controversial events — and 
train members in them. 

The national executive of 
the AGSI backed calls from 
delegates in the Roscom- 
mon/Longford division on 
the matter. A contentious re- 
possession took place in Ros- 
common last year which was 
filmed and circulated online. 

Sgt Paul McDermott, who 
is from the Roscommon/ 
Longford Division and sits 
on the AGSI national execu- 
tive, called on Garda man- 
agement to draw up stan- 
dard operating procedures to

bring clarity to the roles of 
members. 

“l’m not referring to par- 
ticular incidents, but inci- 
dents are arising around the 
country; we have seen them 
in Dublin and seen them 
around the country in rural 
areas.” 

He said that, particularly 
in rural areas, members are 
“embedded in their commu- 
nity” and then asked to cover 
a repossession in their own 
community or neighbouring 
area and that this makes it 
“more difficult”. 


Sgt McDermott said: “Our 
role is only there to make 
sure a breach of the peace 
doesn’t occur. We are the 
meat in the sandwich, we are 
caught in the middle, it’s a 
no-win situation for us.” He 
said issues that need to be ad- 
dressed include proper no- 
tice, planning, and training. 

“T would have experienced 
members who would have 
received threats following 
these types of incidents,” he 
added. “There have been 


other incidents as well 
where people have been 


identified, not in our area, 
put up on social media and 
threats were put up.” 
Separately, a delegate 
from Limerick said gardai 
told at the last minute that 
their scheduled promotion is 
on hold are subject to “per- 
sonal character assassin- 
ation” and found guilty with- 
out committing wrongdoing. 
Sergeant Pat Brennan, 
with 29 years’ service and 11 
years in the Armed Support 
Unit, said four sergeants and 
one garda were told last Fri- 
day just “half an hour be- 


fore” the promotion list was 
published that they were not 
going to be on it. They were 
informed their promotion 
was being deferred until an 
active investigation by GSOC 
regarding them was com- 
pleted. 

Sgt Brennan said: “Every- 
body in the job would have 
known they were to be on 
that list, their families would 
have known that they were 
to be on that list; because 
they weren’t on that list, 
everyone’s wondering what 
did they do wrong.”

Auditors: FAI

Auditors Deloitte have said 
the FAI has contravened two 
sections of the Companies 
Act 2014. 

It reported the football 
body on April 12 to the Com- 
panies Registration Office, 
the central repository of pub- 
lic statutory information on 
Irish companies and busi- 
ness names. 

Deloitte said the FAI has 
not kept proper accounts. 

Unlike many aspects of 
convoluted Irish statute 


books, which require a 
legally-trained mind to inter- 
pret and unravel layers, Sec- 
tion 281 of the Companies 
Act is crystal clear. 

“A company shall keep or 
cause to be kept adequate ac- 
counting records,” Section 
281 says. 

The next section, 282, is far 
more in-depth but still 
relatively clear to a layper- 
son in subsection 1. 

“Adequate accounting rec- 
ords are those that are suffi- 
cient to (a) correctly record 
and explain the transactions 


contravened Companies Act 


of the company; (b) enable, at 
any time, the assets, liabil- 
ities, financial position and 
profit or loss of the company 
to be determined with rea- 
sonable accuracy; (c) enable 
the directors to ensure that 
any financial statements of 
the company..comply with 
the requirements of this 
act...; (d) enable those finan- 
cial statements of the com- 
pany so prepared to be au- 
dited.” 

Subsection 2 is also simple 
to interpret: “Accounting 
records shall be kept ona 


continuous and consistent 
basis, which is to say, the en- 
tries in them shall be made 
in a timely manner and be 
consistent from one period to 
the next.” 

Subsection 3 lays out the 
requirements to keep clear 
records, including “entries 
from day to day of all sums of 
money received and ex- 
pended by the company and 
the matters in respect of 
which the receipt and expen- 
diture takes place”, and “a 
record of the assets and lia- 
bilities of the company”. 


What adds a layer of com- 
plexity to the issue is that De- 
loitte has filed a rarely-used 
form, the H4, described by 
the CRO as a “notification of 
notice that proper books of 
accounts are not kept”. 

This form is explained in 
Section 392 of the Companies 
Act 2014 — a complex section 
with technical requirements. 

What is significant is that 
if the H4 is sent to the CRO, a 
notice is given to the Office of 
the Director of Corporate En- 
forcement (ODCE). 

The ODCE is tasked with 


enforcing company law and 
investigation of suspected of- 
fences under the Companies 
Act. It can also prosecute de- 
tected breaches as well as 
refer cases to the DPP for 
prosecution. 

For one of Ireland’s most 
renowned corporate govern- 
ance experts, Niamh Bren- 
nan, the H4 filing is hugely 
significant. 

“In terms of the serious- 
ness as far as a director is 
concerned, it does not get 
more serious than that in my 
opinion,” said Prof Brennan. 


CRO informed of claim FAI failed to keep proper accounts

The beleaguered Football 
Association of Ireland (FAI) 
has failed to keep proper ac- 
counts, according to its 
auditors, who have re- 
ported the allegation to the 
body responsible for com- 
pany law enforcement. 
Word that auditors De- 
loitte has reported the FAI 
to the Companies Regis- 
tration Office (CRO) for 
breaking company law 
emerged just hours before 
Sports Minister Shane Ross 
and officials from Sport 
Ireland appeared before 
yesterday’s Oireachtas 
Sport Committee meeting 
on the ongoing controver- 


sies surrounding the FAI. 

Deloitte filed the notice — 
called a H4 form — to the 
CRO last Friday, in which 
it alleged that, in its opinion, 
the FAI were in contraven- 
tion of section 281 and sec- 
tion 282 of the Companies 
Act 2014. 

Section 281 of the act 
requires that “a company 
shall keep or cause to be 
kept adequate accounting 
records”, while Section 282 
outlines the basic require- 
ments for accounting rec- 
ords. 

The development is the la- 
test blow to the FAI in the 
past month since The Sun- 
day Times reported that 
former CEO John Delaney 


had given the association a 
“bridging loan” of €100,000 
in April 2017. 

FAI president Donal Con- 
way last week confirmed 
that Deloitte was not made 
aware of the loan from Mr 
Delaney, following a ques- 
tion from Oireachtas com- 
mittee member and Fine 
Gael TD Noel Rock. 

Speaking yesterday after 
the word of Deloitte’s report 
to the CRO was made public, 
Mr Rock said he under- 
stands that the matter is the 
subject of an investigation 
from the Office of the Direc- 
tor of Corporate Enforce- 
ment (ODCE), and the issue 
is something he has written 
to the ODCE about. 


Plea for emergency repairs 
on crumbling Fermoy weir

The weir on the River Black- 
water in Fermoy is crum- 
bling — and threatening the 
economic livelihood of a 
North Cork town, according 
to local councillors who have 
asked for remedial works to 
halt the damage. 

Fianna Fail councillor 
Frank O’F lynn asked assist- 
ant county manager James 
Fogarty about plans to re- 
pair the weir on the River 
Blackwater in Fermoy. 

Large sections of the weir 
have recently fallen into the 
river and fears have been 
raised that little or nothing 
of the structure will remain 
by the time Inland Fisheries 
Ireland (IFI) and various 


Government departments 
finally agree to fund a €3m 
project to reinstate it. 

Mr O’F lynn pleaded with 
council officials at a meeting 
of the local authority’s 
Northern Division that some 
remedial works be carried 
out on the structure before it 
all falls away. He said if this 
is not done the results will be 
catastrophic in the medium 
term for revenue coming 
from salmon anglers, as fish 
will be hampered from get- 
ting to spawning grounds up- 
stream. 

In the shorter term, he 
said, the water level could be 
lowered to such an extent 
that it is likely to see the end 
of the local rowing club’s 100- 
year-old regatta. 


Fine Gael councillor Noel 
McCarthy, who lives in the 
town, made the same appeal. 

“It’s time Inland Fisheries 
see the importance of the 
weir,” he said. “The council 
have done everything we can 
to speed up the work, but it’s 
no good. We need to do some- 
thing fast.” 

Mr Fogarty ruled out any 
temporary works. He said 
the council has sought con- 
sultants to draw up plans for 
its restructuring, which 
would cost in the region of 
€300,000. 

He said the council has 
committed to funding half of 
the cost of this itself, but des- 
pite ‘positive noises’ from 
Government departments, 
he has still not received a 


“Any breach of the Com- 
panies Act 2014 is a serious 
offence, with breaches po- 
tentially carrying a punish- 
ment of fines or even im- 
prisonment as it is a cat- 
egory 1 or category 2 offence 
and underlines how serious 
this issue is,” Mr Rock said. 

“For context, in the last 12 
months, only two such 
forms have been filed with 
the CRO. This is the third.” 

Sport Ireland president 
John Treacy told yester- 
day’s committee that, on 
Monday night, the FAI 
agreed that a full audit of the 
association will be carried 
out. 

“This audit will be as 
broad and extensive as 


necessary, including inter- 
nal financial controls, man- 
agement and general gov- 
ernance ... all at a sufficient 
standard to restore fund- 
ing,” said Mr Treacy. 

He said Sport Ireland can 
not say when it would lift its 
oo of funding to the 


“There are steps that can 
be taken by a board, we have 
all indications from their 
previous audits that the 
money was expended for the 
purposes for which it was 
given,” Mr Treacy said. 

“If there are some assur- 
ances — and that’s a big ‘if 
— we do have a mechanism 
where we can fund ona 
monthly basis.”

firm commitment for the 
other half of the funding 
needed. 

Mr Fogarty said in the 
meantime the council is 
legally prevented from going 
into the river and making 
temporary repairs.

@ Former Ireland soccer star points 


to reforms at Olympic Federation

Ex-Ireland international 
Niall Quinn has insisted the 
complete removal of the FAI 
board is “not a silver bullet” 
and that more changes are 
needed before the soccer 
body is fully reformed. 

Mr Quinn, who played 92 
times for Ireland, scoring 21 
goals, issued the call to arms 
as he demanded officials 
follow in the footsteps of the 
Olympic Council of Ireland’s 
post-Rio Olympics ticket 
scandal reforms, amid grow- 
ing speculation over his 
potential future role ina 
revamped organisation. 

Speaking to reporters at a 
Leinster House event which 
took place less than 200 
yards from the Oireachtas 
sports committee’s meeting 
with Sport Ireland, Mr 
Quinn described the FAI 
board removal as a “green 
light” for change. 

However, the former foot- 
baller — who, since starring 
in Jack Charlton and Mick 
McCarthy’s teams, has 
gained a strong business 
reputation, due to his pre- 
vious role as Sunderland 
chairman — said the board 
announcement itself is “not 
a silver bullet” unless other 
reforms take place. 

“The narrative now must 
change to rebuilding trust 
for all of the stakeholders,” 
said Mr Quinn. “Football 
needs to do that right now. It 
is not as simple as removing 
the chief executive and the 
board. That represents an 
opportunity for things to 
happen, but there are some 
real hard yards ahead of the 
new group that goes in to 
represent football in a new, 
more modern and transpar- 
ent way. 

“Like any great organi- 
sation or business that has to 
reboot itself and reignite 
itself, it’s going to take time. 

“Tt’s going to take brilliant 
people, dynamic people, 
but again it needs the League 
of Ireland and the profes- 
sional game at the very top of 
the agenda, and everything 
else can pyramid down 
below that, and we can re- 
move the fragmented set-up 


and structures of football in 
this country.” 

Mr Quinn, who played 
club football for Arsenal, 
Manchester City, and Sun- 
derland, said that among the 
changes he believes are 
necessary are a name change 
of the FAI, following in the 
wake of the Olympic Council 
of Ireland changing its name 
to the Olympic Federation of 
Ireland after the 2016 Pat 
Hickey affair. 

He said he “threw it [the 
name change] out there, 
because the Olympic Feder- 
ation has just come into a 
really good place”, and he 
said it is a good example of 
how reforms can become 
embedded, saying: “The 
Government is happy, the 
trust has been rebuilt. What 
did they do? That is the only 
reason I looked at it and I was 
looking at how it has gone so 
well for them. 

“They had a chief execu- 
tive who kept their head 
under water, wasn’t a celeb- 
rity and did some brilliant 
work. The executives were 
around it to do the exact 
same thing. There is a lot to 
like there.” 

Amid ongoing speculation 
over his potential role in any 
revamped organisation, 
Mr Quinn said the priority 
should be on governance and 
structural reforms instead of 
appointing a “celebrity” to a 
senior position. 

However, he confirmed he 
would be happy to assist and 
“consult” with anyone who 
is genuinely seeking root- 
and-branch changes to the 
organisation, insisting now 
is a once-in-a-lifetime oppor- 
tunity for football in Ireland. 

Mr Quinn made his com- 
ments at a Leinster House 
briefing titled ‘The Future of 
Irish Football’, which was 
organised by Labour senator 
Aodhan O Riordain. 

His call for changes mirror 
those of Shane Ross, the Min- 
ister for Sport, who yester- 
day told the Oireachtas 
sports committee he wants to 
see supporters, male and 
female players, and grass- 
root members placed on any 
new board as part of a major 
restructuring of the FAI.

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Facebook pulls 
payments feature 


Facebook is pulling a feature 
that allowed users to send 
money to friends through its 
Messenger app almost a year 
and a half after launching it in 
the UK. 

The social network is only 
discontinuing its peer-to-peer 
service in the UK and France, 
but will continue to operate in 
the US for now. 

By adding a payment card 

to their account, Messenger 
users were able to send and 
receive money directly from 
within conversation threads 
with contacts, encrypted and 
protected with bank-level 
security and monitoring by 
anti-fraud specialists. 

Around 2.7bn people use 
Facebook, Instagram, 
WhatsApp or Facebook Mes- 
senger each month, but it is 
unclear how many made use 
of the payment features. 


Hoax bomb scare 
Closes skyscraper 


A hoax bomb threat directed 
at the Australian Embassy in 
Spain prompted the evacua- 
tion of a 57-storey office tower 
in Madrid’s business district. 
Staff at the embassy received 
a phone call, with the security 
threat around midday yes- 
terday, said a National Police 
spokeswoman. 

She said police are investigat- 
ing the call after deeming it 

a false alarm. The tower had 
been evacuated by the time 
police and emergency servic- 
es arrived at the scene. 

Torre Espacio is one of four 
skyscrapers dotting the north- 
ern part of the Spanish capi- 
tal’s skyline. It also houses the 
embassies of the UK, Canada 
and the Netherlands. 


Indonesia prepares 


for crucial election 


Indonesians will today go 

to the polls for a crucial 
presidential election. 

The choice is between Joko 
Widodo, the country’s first 
president from outside the 
Jakarta elite, or the charis- 
matic but volatile Prabowo 
Subianto, a former special 
forces general from the era of 
authoritarian rule under the 
Suharto military dictatorship. 
In the final moves of the cam- 
paign, Mr Widodo dashed to 
Saudi Arabia to meet its king 
for a minor pilgrimage. 

The message intended by Mr 
Widodo’s trip to the birthplace 
of Islam was obvious after 

a campaign in which con- 
servative opponents tried to 
discredit him as insufficiently 
Islamic. 


Bahrain court strips 138 of citizenship in mass trial

A Bahraini court has issued 
verdicts in a mass trial, sen- 
tencing 69 people to life in 
prison and revoking the citi- 
zenship of 138 defendants on 
terrorism-related charges. 
The public prosecutor’s of- 
fice said that 70 others were 
sentenced to between three 
and 10 years’ imprisonment. 
The defendants, of which 


109 are in custody and 60 
were tried in absentia, can 
appeal.

San Francisco may charge drivers 
to go down famous crooked street

Thousands of tourists could 
soon have to pay as much 
as $10 (€8.80) to drive down 
world-famous Lombard 
Street in San Francisco. 

City and state officials 
have announced a bill that 
would give San Francisco 
the authority to establish a 
toll and reservation system 
for the street that winds 
down a steep hill, in an effort 
to reduce crowds and traffic 
congestion. 

“We must implement a 
system that enables both res- 
idents and visitors to enjoy 
the ‘Crookedest Street in the 
World’,” said councillor Phil 
Ting, a San Francisco Dem- 
ocrat sponsoring the legis- 
lation. 

Residents say the scenic 
thoroughfare feels more like 
an overcrowded amusement 
park than a neighbourhood 
street. They have been call- 
ing for years for officials 
to address the traffic jams, 
rubbish and trespassing by 
visitors. 

In the summer months, an 
estimated 6,000 people a day 
visit the 183m street, creat- 
ing lines of cars that stretch 
for blocks, clogging the Rus- 
sian Hill neighbourhood. 

“The cars really impact 
the neighbourhood because 
they line up, they back up, 
they are sitting idling,” said 
Greg Brundage, president of 
the Lombard Hill Improve- 
ment Association. 

Transport officials have 
proposed requiring visitors 
to make a reservation online

and pay $5 for each vehicle. 
Another plan calls for on- 
line reservations and a $10 
charge on weekends and 
holidays. 

The city needs state ap- 
proval to charge people to 
use a public road, but it 
would be up to city officials 
to determine how and what 
to charge and how to use the 
funds. 

The new toll system is not 
expected to be in place before 
2020, officials said. 


Supervisor Catherine Ste- 
fani said the fee would help 
sustain the reservations sys- 
tem and help pay for more 
traffic control officers, more 
police patrols in the area and 
tourism ambassadors who 
would make sure visitors 
have a good experience. 

“It’s a pilot programme, 
but it’s something we must 
try to address the traffic con- 
gestion,” Ms Stefani said. 

Residents built the hairpin

UK minister decries IS bride’s legal aid bid

British defence secretary 
Gavin Williamson has said 
he does not like the idea that 
Islamic State bride Shami- 
ma Begum “who turned her 
back on this country” will 
receive legal aid. 

The 19-year-old was 
stripped of her British citi- 
zenship in February by the 
home secretary Sajid Javid 
after she turned up in a ref- 
ugee camp in Syria ahead 
of the fall of the group’s 


self-proclaimed _ territorial 
caliphate. 
Mr Williamson’s com- 


ments came after foreign 


secretary Jeremy Hunt said 
the idea that the teenager 
who left Britain in 2015 could 
receive taxpayer funding to 
challenge the decision to re- 
move her citizenship made 
him “very uncomfortable”. 

Asked for his thoughts on 
Ms Begum getting legal aid, 
Mr Williamson said: “Quite 
frankly the British people 
don’t like it, and quite simply 
neither do I. 

“It is something that peo- 
ple cannot see as to why she 
is getting legal aid when 
she turned her back on this 
country.” 

Pressed on how the legal 
aid would allow her to have 


a fair trial, Mr Williamson 
stressed again that she made 
a decision to turn her back 
on Britain. 

He added: “The home sec- 
retary has made a judge- 
ment, it was a fair judgement, 
and it is a shame public mon- 
ey is going this way.” 

Asked by reporters if the 
legal aid rules should be 
changed in the wake of her 
case, he added how “this 
goes to show that this is 
something that needs to be 
looked at afresh”. 

Legal aid is the public 
money which is paid to law- 
yers to help them lodge legal 
battles for clients facing a 


court or tribunal hearing. It 
is aimed at ensuring that or- 
dinary people have access to 
justice and is part of a safety 
net for someone who cannot 
afford to defend themselves. 

But Labour leader Jeremy 
Corbyn defended Ms Be- 
gum’s right to apply for legal 
aid, stating that whatever 
crimes Ms Begum was ac- 
cused of, she was entitled to 
proper legal representation. 

He said the decision by Mr 
Javid to strip the teenager 
of her citizenship was “very 
questionable” and that it was 
up to the Legal Aid Agency 
to decide whether she should 
receive assistance.

A former governor of Mas- 
sachusetts has become the 
first Republican to challenge 
president Donald Trump for 
the nomination for US pres- 
ident in 2020. 

William Weld, 73, said in 
announcing his candidacy 
that “it is time to return to 
the principles of Lincoln — 
equality, dignity and oppor- 
tunity for all”. 

He said: “There is no great- 
er cause on earth than to 
preserve what truly makes 
America great. I am ready to 
lead that fight.” 

Mr Weld has accused Mr 
Trump of leaving the nation 
in “grave peril” and has said 
his “priorities are skewed to- 
ward promotion of himself 
rather than for the good of 
the country”. 

While Mr Trump’s overall 
approval ratings have been 
poor for much of his presi- 
dency, he remains popular 
with Republican voters. 

The Republican National 
Committee (RNC) in Janu- 
ary issued a nonbinding res- 
olution to declare the party’s 
undivided support for Mr 
Trump. 

The move by Mr Weld 
makes Mr Trump the first 
incumbent president since 
George HW Bush in 1992 to 
face a notable primary chal- 
lenge. 

Mr Trump’s campaign has 
taken extraordinary steps in 
cementing control over the 
RNC and the broader nomi- 
nation process as it seeks to 
minimise the risk of any po- 
tential challenger doing the 
same to the president. 

His campaign recently re- 
ported raising $30m (€26.5m) 
in the first quarter of this 
year. 

Fiscally conservative but 
socially liberal, Mr Weld is 
known for an unconvention- 
al, at times quirky, political 
style and a long history of 
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Republican William Weld.

Mr Weld endorsed Dem-

Even moderate amounts of 
ham, bacon and red meat 
are linked to bowel can- 
cer, experts in the UK have 
warned. 

People who stick to NHS 
guidelines on red and pro- 
cessed meat consumption 
still increase their risk of 
bowel cancer by a fifth com- 
pared with those who eat 
very small amounts, a study 
part-funded by Cancer Re- 
search UK found. 

The Department of Health 
said that while meat is a good 
source of protein, vitamins 
and minerals, people should 
cut their intake of red and 
processed meat to about 70g 
per day, which is the average 
daily consumption in the 
UK. 

The World Cancer Re- 
search Fund said there is 
strong evidence that eating 
processed meat (such as sa- 
lami, bacon and ham) is a 
cause of bowel cancer, while 
eating a lot of red meat (such 
as beef, lamb or pork) also in- 
creases the risk. 

For the new study, pub- 
lished in the Jnternational 
Journal of Epidemiology, 
experts examined data from 





increase risk of cancer, say 
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Bacon, ham and red meat are linked to bowel cancer. 


475,581 people aged 40 to 69 
at the start of the study and 
followed them for an average 
of 5.7 years. 

During this time, 2,609 peo- 
ple developed bowel cancer. 

The study found that peo- 
ple consuming an average 
of 76g per day of red and 
processed meat had a 20% 
higher risk of bowel cancer 
compared with those who ate 
21g per day. 

For red meat only, the risk 
was 15% higher for people 
who ate 54g per day (about 
one thick slice of roast beef 
or one lamb chop) on average 


compared with those who 
had 8g per day. 

For processed meat only, 
the risk was 19% higher for 
those who had an average of 
29g per day (about one rash- 
er of bacon or a slice of ham) 
compared with those who 
had an average of 5g per day. 

There was some good news 
however, with those people 
having a high intake of fibre 
from bread and breakfast ce- 
reals lowering their risk of 
bowel cancer by 14%.

during their lifetime. Cancer 
Research UK’s expert in diet 
and cancer, Professor Tim 
Key, who co-authored the 
study and is deputy director 
at the University of Oxford’s 
cancer epidemiology unit, 
said: “Our results strongly 
suggest that people who eat 
red and processed meat four 
or more times a week have 
a higher risk of developing 
bowel cancer than those who 
eat red and processed meat 
less than twice a week. 

“There’s substantial evi- 
dence that red and processed 
meat are linked to bowel 
cancer, and the World Health 
Organisation classifies pro- 
cessed meat as carcinogenic 
and red meat as probably 
carcinogenic. 

“Most previous research 
looked at people in the 1990s 
or earlier, and diets have 
changed significantly since 
then, so our study gives a 
more up-to-date insight that 
is relevant to meat consump- 
tion today.” 

Existing evidence points 
to an increased bowel can- 
cer risk for every 50g of pro- 
cessed meat a person eats 
per day, but the new study 
found that risk increases at 
just 25g per day. 


Indian court considers call to open mosques to women

India’s Supreme Court 
agreed yesterday to consid- 
er a petition from a Muslim 
couple to allow women into 
mosques, seeking to over- 
turn a centuries-old prac- 
tice that largely bars women 
from the places of worship.

entrances for women to go 
into segregated areas. 

The petitioners, Yasmeen 
Peerzade and her husband 
Zuber Peerzade, said that 
women were allowed to en- 
ter mosques during the time 
of the prophet Mohammad. 

“Like men, women also 
have the _ constitutional 
rights to offer worship ac- 


cording to their belief,” they 
said in their petition. 

“There should not be any 
gender discrimination and 
allow Muslim women to pray 
in all mosques,” they said. 

The court last year lifted a 
ban on the entry of women 
of menstrual age at a Hin- 
du temple in southern India 
saying it was a violation of 
their right to worship. 


Vote could keep Egypt’s 
El-Sissi in power until 2030

Egypt’s parliament has 
passed amendments to the 
constitution that could see 
president Abdel-Fattah 
el-Sissi remain in power un- 
til 2030. 

The vote, which sends the 
amendments to a national 
referendum, was seen by 
critics as another step back 
to authoritarianism, eight 
years after a pro-democra- 
cy uprising ended autocrat 
Hosni Mubarak’s three-dec- 
ade rule. 

The 596-member assem- 
bly, packed with Mr el-Sissi’s 
supporters, overwhelming- 
ly gave its initial approval 
in February, sending it to 
the constitutional and leg- 
islative affairs committee to 
finalise the wording before 


the final vote. “Today we are 
concluding what we started 
in February,” speaker Ali 
Abdel-Al said at the begin- 
ning of the session. 

“In this great day, we of- 
fer to the Egyptian people a 
draft bill of the constitution- 
al amendments.” 

The national referendum 
will likely take place before 
early May when the Mus- 
lim holy month of Ramadan 
starts. 

Since early April, the 
Egyptian capital has been 
awash with large posters 
and banners encouraging 
people to vote in favour of 
the changes. 

In Cairo’s central Tahrir 
Square, where mass protests 
became the symbol of the 
2011 anti-Mubarak uprising 
and of hopes for democratic 


change in Egypt, the posters 
urge people to vote in the ref- 
erendum. 

“Take part, say ... ‘yes’ for 
the constitutional amend- 
ments,” says one banner 
near the pro-government 
Nation’s Future Party. 

Most of the posters were 
apparently funded by 
pro-government parties, 
businessmen and lawmak- 
ers. 

The constitutional chang- 
es would only extend a pres- 
ident’s term in office from 
four to six years and allow 
for a maximum of two terms. 

But they also include a 
special article specific to Mr 
el-Sissi that extends his cur- 
rent second four-year term 
to six years and allows him 
to run for another six-year 
term in 2024 — potential-

Corbyn:

The leader of the UK Labour 
Party, Jeremy Corbyn, has 
said the party is “absolutely 
ready” for a general election 
as he joined campaigners in 
the north west of England. 

The leader of the opposi- 
tion visited Leyland in South 
Ribble, Lancashire, and 
Winsford in Cheshire ahead 
of local elections on May 2. 

Speaking to members in 
the Red Lion pub in Wins- 
ford, Mr Corbyn said: “There 
will have to be a general elec- 
tion sometime soon. 

“Tl tell you what, we are 
absolutely ready for it. 

“We've selected our can- 
didates in all of the constit- 
uencies we see as a priority 
to try and gain and we're 
working very hard in cam- 
paigning.” 

He said an election would 
be won by “communities 
coming together”. 

The prime _ minister’s 
spokesman has denied she is 
considering a snap election 
as she spends the week on 
a walking holiday in North 
Wales. 

After posing for selfies 
with supporters as he left the 
pub, Mr Corbyn joined cam- 
paigners to knock on doors 
in the rain in the hope of 
encouraging voters to keep 
Labour in power on Cheshire 
West and Chester Council. 

Linda Baker, 65, said: “It 
was the first time anybody’s 
knocked on my door before 
the elections in the 43 years 
I’ve lived here.”

Family pays tribute to 
boy killed in dog attack

The family of a nine-year- 
old boy killed in a dog attack 
have paid tribute to him as 
“a very happy, cheeky boy”. 

Frankie Macritchie, from 
Plymouth, died while on 
holiday at Tencreek Holiday 
Park in Looe, Cornwall, on 
Saturday. 

Police were called to a 
caravan on the site just be- 
fore 5am to reports Frankie 
had been attacked by a bull- 
dog-type breed of dog. 

The schoolboy, believed 
to have been alone with the 
dog, was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

In a_ statement issued 
through Devon and Corn- 
wall Police, Frankie’s family 
paid tribute to him. 

“Frankie was a very hap- 
py cheeky boy. He had a very 
special heart and was a fight- 
er from the minute he was 


born, he was Mummy’s Boy 
and Daddy’s soldier,” they 
said. 

“Frankie loved playing on 
his Xbox, singing and danc- 
ing, and watching movies 
cuddled up with his mum 
and riding around in Dad’s 
car with his cool shades on. 

“His Nanna and Grumps 
love him so very much and 
he was their little Frankie 
Doodle.” 

A force spokesman said in- 
quiries into the circumstanc- 
es surrounding Frankie’s 
death continue. 

Hours after the incident, 
officers arrested a 28-year- 
old woman on suspicion of 
manslaughter and having 
a dog dangerously out of 
control. She has since been 
released under police inves- 
tigation pending further in- 
quiries. 

The dog was seized and re- 
mains in Kennels.

Russia jails border 
guard for spying 


A Moscow court has found 

a Norwegian man guilty of 
espionage and sentenced him 
to 14 years in a high-security 
prison. 

Retired Norwegian border 
inspector Frode Berg was 
arrested in Moscow in Decem- 
ber 2017. He was accused of 
collecting information about 
Russian nuclear submarines 
for Norwegian intelligence. 
Prosecutors asserted that Berg 
was caught with documents 
he had received from an em- 
ployee of a military facility who 
was shadowed by Russian 
intelligence. 

He denies the charges and his 
lawyer has called him a victim 
of a set-up. 

For years, 63-year-old Berg 
had been a well-known figure 
in the Russian-Norwegian bor- 
der area, taking an active role 
in cultural and humanitarian 
exchange projects. 


‘Stalker’ denies she 
contacted singer 


Chris Martin’s alleged stalker 
has not contacted the Cold- 
play star, a court was told. 

Mr Martin was granted a 
restraining order against 
Ariana Joyce, 42, after alleging 
she had been harassing him 
and endangering the safety of 
his family. 

The singer lodged legal 
papers saying Ms Joyce be- 
lieved she was in a “romantic 
relationship” with him and 

left a package at his home in 
Malibu, California. 

Mr Martin also alleged she 
wrote notes referring to death, 
suicide and his two children, 
Apple, 14, and 12-year-old 
Moses — whom he shares with 
ex-wife Gwyneth Paltrow. 
During a court hearing in Los 
Angeles, Ms Joyce denied 
contacting Martin or knowing 
his girlfriend, the actress Dako- 
ta Johnson. Judge Kimberly 
Dotson ordered Ms Joyce to 
return to the same court later 
this month. 


‘Delilah’ songwriter 
Les Reed dies at 83 


Tom Jones and Tony Black- 
burn have led tributes 
following the death of song- 
writer Les Reed. 

The hitmaker, known for 
co-writing Delilah and It’s Not 
Unusual with the Welsh singer, 
died at the age of 83. 

Posting a picture to Twitter, 
Jones wrote: “Sorry to hear 
the news of the passing of 
my friend and colleague Les 
Reed. Les was a gifted song- 
writer who was instrumental in 
penning many a hit, including 
two important songs for me. 
Les was a lovely man whose 
legacy will live through his 
music. RIP Les.” 

Reed also co-wrote Engelbert 
Humperdinck’s The Last Waltz 
and served as a pianist in The 
John Barry Seven. 
Broadcaster Tony Blackburn 
wrote on Twitter: “So sorry to 
hear that songwriter Les Reed 
has passed away. He was a 
very talented person.” 


3.4m watch Game 
of Thrones return 


The first episode of the new 
series of Game Of Thrones has 
already been watched by 3.4m 
Sky Atlantic viewers. 

Some 192,000 enthusiasts 
stayed up until 2am on 
Monday morning to watch the 
first transmission of the first 
episode of series eight live, 

at the same time it was being 
broadcast for the first time in 
the US on HBO. 

That transmission has now 
been viewed by a total of 
2.7m fans who recorded the 
early broadcast or watched on 
demand, as well as those who 
tuned in live.

A rallying 
point for 
EU solidarity 


Not every society has symbols that tell a story far beyond 
their original intent; buildings or monuments so polished 
by time that they have transcended the political or religious 
objectives behind their inception. America still has none. It 
may have many statements of intent — the Statue of Liberty, 
the Lincoln Monument, or even Washington’s Vietnam Vet- 
erans’ Memorial Wall — but these seem national IOUs, more 
like works name-checking promises as yet undelivered and 
remote. That country, or at least today’s superpower version 
of it, is too young to have such a layered backstory. 

In an Irish context, Dublin’s GPO might be offered as an 
example but its relevance relies on events far too recent, far 
too unsettled be so elevated. Gallarus Oratory, Newgrange, 
or the magnificent Clonmacnoise — other ancient sites too — 
might qualify in terms of age but their context is so narrow, 
so reliant on a specific achievement as to confine them to a 
particular strand, a limited telling of our past. 

They do not, as Paris’ Notre Dame did before it was razed, 
speak of many things to many peoples. The cathedral was a 
symbol of France, a symbol of Europe and, ultimately, a sym- 
bol of our world and our enduring, struggling place in it. The 
backdrop in millions of tourists’ photographs, almost since 
photography began, it has stood on its island site since the 
12th century. It withstood revolution, plagues, sieges, two 
world wars, and that adds to its lustre, a lustre that shines far, 
far brighter than the sum of its parts. This has been reflected 
in the reactions to its destruction, reactions that in a strange 
way may enhance the power of the for-now destroyed symbol. 
Its destruction may strengthen it. In powerful expressions of 
solidarity MEPs and European Commission and European 
Council leaders yesterday pledged to make the rebuilding of 
Notre Dame a European project. Donations flooded in. Bil- 
lionaire Francois Pinault pledged €100m. Not to be outdone, a 
rival Bernard Arnault, France’s richest man, said he would 
give €200m. Vanity can have positive consequences. 

These are the positive reactions, the ones that will prevail 
but inevitably others tried to exploit the catastrophe by mak- 
ing connections that do not exist. Germany’s far-right AfD 
tried to link the fire to “rising intolerance” against Christians 
in Europe, even though investigators believe the inferno was 
an accident. AfD leader Alice Weidel implied a connection be- 
tween the blaze and anti-Christian “attacks” in France. Even 
if her shameful remarks are barely a footnote in the making, 
they should energise the common purpose Europe can bring 
to the restoration project — one that has the capacity to tella 
story far beyond its original intent and, as a secondary conse- 
quence highlight the abject pettiness of thought, the betrayal 
of collegiality and ambition, dishonesty too, driving Brexit. 

This tragedy comes as the solidarity of Europe is strained 
in a way not seen for generations. As any leader of a struggl- 
ing cause will confirm, a rallying point can become a turning 
point. It may be fanciful to imagine the restoration of Notre 
Dame offers such an opportunity — but that would grossly 
underestimate the uplifting power of symbolism. In this case, 
symbolism almost a millennium in the making.

Use aid leverage 
to clear the air 


Politicians understand the power of sport and how its re- 
flected glory — never the alternative — can endear them to 
fans of one code or another. As early as February, 1922, well 
before the Civil War, government agreed a grant of £10,000 
would be made so Croke Park could host what was fantasti- 
cally described as a Gaelic Olympics — the Tailteann Games. 

Those lessons also flow in the opposite direction. John 
Delaney, who has “offered to voluntarily step aside” from the 
FAI, learned from Charlie Haughey, who rebuilt unshakeable 
grassroots support by his Herculean commitment to the 
“rubber chicken circuit”. In the end, that baseline support 
could not save Haughey, and so it has proved for Delaney. 

One question too many, one expression of hubris too many, 
ended his 14-year reign as FAI boss. Those questions remain 
an unfudgeable challenge for Government. It has given 
almost €50m to the FAI over the past decade and unless it is 
to face the same questions on transparency and governance 
dogging the FAI it must use its leverage to clear the air. 

We have a long and unfortunate history of strongmen ad- 
ministrators across various sports. They all too often seem 
symptomatic of the least attractive elements of our culture. It 
is time those who pay piper — with taxpayers’ funds — found 
the gumption to call the tune. This obligation is made even 
more pressing by yesterday’s announcement by auditors De- 
loitte that the accounts of the FAI are not being properly kept.

Living to work 


Every discussion about our public services is peppered with 
references to working conditions. Those references are in- 
variably negative, suggesting conditions are more demand- 
ing and less rewarding than they need to be. Though hardly a 
valid, entirely helpful comparison, a glimpse at the working 
arrangements pushing China to become the world’s domi- 
nant economy are as sobering as they are challenging. 

After enduring appalling conditions for years, Chinese 
tech employees are beginning to fight notoriously long hours, 
known as the ‘996’ schedule of working from 9am to 9pm, 
six days a week. The appropriately-named Ant Financial, an 
Alibaba affiliate, is listed as having a ‘9106’ schedule — start- 
ing at 9am, ending at 10pm, for six days a week. Jack Ma, the 
billionaire founder of Alibaba, one of the companies included 
on an exploitation blacklist, called the 996 schedules “a huge 
blessing” and said workers should consider it an honour, 
rather than a burden. It is easy to dismiss this enslavement as 
irrelevant to us, but, as China becomes an ever more power- 
ful force all around the world, is it wise?

ime and the exactitude of 
timings are often the 
defining elements in 
politics. At the start ofa 
government, all seems possible. 

If a government is being re- 
elected, the stress of the election 
and of the build-up to it can lead to 
a slackening in its aftermath. 

The fact of being re-elected to 
your seat and, if fortunate, of being 
re-ensconced in ministerial office, 
dulls political energy, especially 
the energy required for change. 

The newly-elected are naive 
enough not to know that what is not 
done in the first six months or the 
first year will likely never be done. 
Bold manoeuvres require peak 
political fitness and being able to 
face down the lack of morale in 
your opposition, which only comes 
once, in the aftermath of their 
defeat. 

This Government, unlike any 
other I recall, has permanently 
been in the run-up to an election 
that has never occurred. It mightn’t 
happen for some time now, either. 

Delaying Brexit again, until 
Halloween, approaches a scary mo- 
ment for Taoiseach Leo Varadkar. 
It is possible, but it seems unlikely, 
that there will be a quick fix in Brit- 
ain, and things will be tied up be- 
fore the European elections on May 
24. If so, the summer is a wide-open 
savannah for electioneering. 

The Taoiseach could plan to be 
re-elected and re-ensconced before 
his summer holiday. The summer 
holiday after an election is the most 
relaxing in the political cycle. 
Even the re-elected, but defeated, 
know it’s time to graze beside the 
watering hole. 

If that’s an attractive scenario, 
it is also unlikely. The only agree- 
ment that seems possible in Brit- 
ain, with Labour, would split the 
Conservative Party. Jeremy Cor- 
byn can circumnavigate the issues, 
do enough and as little to discom- 
fort Mrs May, while holding his 
own coalition together, and wait for 
his opponents to be immolated in 
the flames of Brexit. So while it is 
possible, and things might change, 
an opening for an election here, be- 
fore the summer, seems a slim hope 
for Varadkar. He could be brave, 
and go regardless. I think his deeds 
are more cautious than his some- 
times careless language, so prob- 
ably not. That means waiting on 
any number of Brexit scenarios 
that might play out in the autumn, 
before the latest October deadline. 

Powers of prophecy, as distinct 
from common punditry, would be 
required to see through that fog. 
Somebody always wins a bet on the 
Grand National, but I don’t feel that 
lucky today. 

The context here, in September, 
is budget negotiation. Fianna Fail 
has made it clear that it is willing 
and available to do business. 

Presumably, there will be care- 
fully-chosen fights, but there is ab- 
solutely no reason things can’t be 
agreed. Delivering a budget doesn’t 








necessarily lock the Taoiseach into 
government for the winter, which 
is exactly where Micheal Martin 
wants him. But all the while, time is 
passing, and opportunities narrow- 
ing. 

There is an unknowable denoue- 
ment on Brexit, where, either it 
hasn’t been agreed and there won’t 
be another delay, or it becomes 
delayed again. 

And there is French president, 
Emmanuel Macron, who might not 
agree to any further delay at all, 
and, in circumstances where no- 
thing is agreed, trigger a hard Bre- 
xit. Then, a scary moment becomes 
a nightmare. Managing the end-of- 
life process, like landing the aero- 
plane, is the trickiest moment in 
government. Your closing speech 
has to be your best. Pulling apart 
the edifice of government here, in 
circumstances reeking of political 
opportunism, won’t end well. 

Going to the country against the 
flaming backdrop of no-deal will 
unnerve every beast in the forest. 

Staying on for the winter, be- 
cause you can’t get out, is a slow 
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sapping of political capital. 

It is the considerable achiev- 
ement of Fianna Fail, and of Mi- 
cheal Martin, especially, to still be 
in existence, and seemingly now in 
contention. Confidence-and-supply 
will rank as the gold standard in 
masterly inactivity for years to 
come. I think they are in conten- 
tion, but possibly unaware of, and 
unprepared for, the threat to come. 

The longer Martin can hold Var- 
adkar in government, the smaller 
the handicap he has on the day the 
election is called. The day after, 
however, he and his party will face 
a public inquisition, under strobe 
lights more intense than any they 
have faced since 2007. 

Then, they were an unpopular 








incumbent government, fighting a 
rearguard action. It was because 
Fine Gael were deemed unready 
that an unloved Fianna Fail came 
back into government. 

The corollary is that the relent- 
less test that Fine Gael and Enda 
Kenny faced, and failed, in 2007, 
now awaits Fianna Fail. Peak-Leo 
may have passed, Fianna Fail can- 
didates in key constituencies may 
be better-placed than their national 
poll numbers indicate, but a funda- 
mental questions remains: is Fian- 
na Fail an alternative government, 
in-waiting? Because the sum of the 
combined parts of the two big par- 
ties is significantly less, the stakes 
may be smaller. But at stake is the 
driving seat in the government 
formation process thereafter. 

In 2007, a beleaguered Bertie 
Ahern succeeded in defining Enda 
Kenny in the one-on-one debate. 

In 2016, Fianna Fail were so far 
back in the field no such debate 
occurred, and, instead, a jumble of 
four leaders slugged it out, fairly 
pointlessly. Martin needs the

with Varadkar, but he can’t be 
certain he’ll get it and Varadkar 
can be good on television. 


own the field, the chal- 
lenge deepens. Over-con- 
fidence and an innate 
ability to be overweening 
may temper the advantage of the 
Government, but stretches of 
the Fianna Fail front bench are 
conspicuously weak. That is 
compounded by a sense of a team 
that frequently doesn’t exist out- 
side the frame of the obligatory 
photograph. Martin has surprised 
his detractors with his stamina, but 
among his elected colleagues, there 
is little cohesion, and sometimes a 
marked absence of affection. 

It was always thus to an extent, 
but things will be tested. Policies 
will be relentlessly examined. 
Having a go won’t get you far. 

All of which is to say that time 
generally — and Brexit and its 
timings, especially — influences 
when, and in what circumstances, 
we have an election. 

Becoming contenders again put 
Fianna Fail up for a test most of 
them have never faced, and seem- 
ingly don’t realise is coming. For 
Martin, a surplus of singularity 
over collegiality may work in op- 
position, but elections require mar- 
shalling numbers across the air- 
waves, in and out of television stu- 
dios and through the questioning 
glare of the media and public alike. 

The past economic crash will be 
raked up. It is true what Fianna 
Fail say about the election being 
closer than national polls indicate. 

That is precisely the reason they 
are closer to the tip of a red-hot 
poker than they realise. 
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Landlords 

targeted as 
institutions 
go tax-free 


“It is important to recognise the posi- 
tive effects that institutional investment 
can have,” according to Housing Min- 
ister Eoghan Murphy, who fails to see 
any downside to international corpor- 
ations buying swathes of property in 
the country. Institutional investors 
spent more than €1.1bn on a record 
2,923 Irish homes last year. Mean- 
while, rents and the number of people 
living in rented accommodation rise. 
Is there a connection? What is hap- 
pening here is similar to what has 
happened in major cities where the in- 
digenous people were priced out. 

Mr Murphy told the Dail tenants are af- 
forded greater security and have their 
homes managed more professionally 
by an institutional landlord. Where is 
the evidence for this?

Many people took out mort- 
gages to buy property so as not to be 
a burden on the State. Mr Murphy and 
his Government later stood by as the 
banks seized these properties, treat- 
ing their owners as criminals, even 
when the rents could not be paid by 
tenants who had lost jobs. 
“Historically, the private rental sector 
has been largely made up of small- 
scale landlords who will continue to 
provide private rental accommo- 
dation,” according to Mr Murphy. Un- 
likely, I'd say. The property owners are 
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already voting with their feet, despite 
the usual 33% capital gains tax on the 
sale price of rental properties. 
And we’ve seen nothing yet it seems. 
The latest proposed legislation sets 
out to enhance the powers of the Resi- 
dential Tenancies Board (RTB) to act 
against property owners. People need 
to be made aware of the draconian na- 
ture of the upcoming ‘Residential Ten- 
ancies (Amendment ) No.2 Bill, 2018. 
If passed, it will be even more difficult 
to evict rogue tenants. 
Far more serious than any of this, how- 
ever, is the proposal to extend to the 
RTB, powers to investigate and im- 
pose criminal convictions on property 
owners, even where no complaint is 
made against them. Please take 
note... criminal convictions in a paral- 
lel court system for property owners 
who seek only to carry on their legit- 
imate business ... and for what crimes 
exactly? | urge people to vehemently 
oppose this legislation.

We need Gaeltacht 
government 


Daniel McConnell’s (/rish Examiner, 
13/4/2019) article about removing 
Irish as a core subject in education 
was an attack on Irish speakers dress- 
ed up as a reasonable opinion. 

Mr McConnell asks that we should 
“remove the emotion out of it”. If only 
he would have done the same. His 
article is replete with phrases that can 
only be viewed as negative to the Irish 
language and its speakers. 

People have been claiming since the 
early 1700s that the Irish language is 
dying but somehow that has not hap- 
pened yet. Undoubtedly, the gaeltach- 
tai are in trouble but that is because 
the State does not provide State agen- 
cies that can serve Irish speakers. 
The solution is to create a gaeltacht 
government that would operate only in 
Irish separate from the State.

When | attended 
gaelscoileanna in the mid-1980s and 
early 90s, there was far less available 
in the Irish language than there is 
today. Since then, TG4 was set up, the 
Official Languages Act was passed, 
Irish is recognised as one of the 24 EU 
official languages and various third- 
level colleges have Scéimeanna Con- 
aithe, where lrish-speaking students 
live together on campus. 
Regarding the claim that it is waste for 
Teachtai Dala to speak in Irish and 
English, the reason for this is that the 
reporters do not report statements 
made in Irish. More deputies would 
speak in Irish if they knew that the 
media would report on it. 
Why no questions about English? 
English is the worst language for dys- 
lexia and takes longer to read than 
most other languages. The Irish Dys- 
lexia Association states on its website 
that Irish is an easier language than 
English. The way to solve all the prob- 
lems is to swap Irish as a core subject 
and make it the language of instruc- 
tion. In that way, students would 
become fluent in Irish without having 
to study the language.

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The annual Biodiversity and Councils’ All-lreland Pollinator conference put the spotlight © 
on local authorities’ vital role in protecting threatened pollinators, writes Ellie O’Byrne %& 





Local authorities: busy 
enough in the battle 
for lreland’s bees? 








NE-THIRD of Ireland’s bee 

species now face extinction. 

Habitat loss, pesticide use, and 

dwindling biodiversity are 
decimating our 20 native species of 
bumblebee and 77 species of wild soli- 
tary bee. 

Councils can lead the battle to save 
pollinators. That was the message at 
Cork’s recent Biodiversity and Coun- 
cils’ All-Ireland Pollinator Plan confer- 
ence. 

While gardeners, farmers, business- 
es, and community groups play arolein 
reversing the fate of Ireland’s bee 
species, local authorities, who manage 
large tracts of public land, must change 
their land management practices to 
help the insects on which we rely for 
our food crops. 

Representatives from city and county 
councils nationwide attended the day- 
long conference of talks on strategies to 
help declining bee species. Topics in- 
cluded cultivating wildflower meadows, 
reducing the use of pesticides, and 
planting pollinator-friendly flowers in 
public parks. 

Dr Una Fitzpatrick is a senior ecol- 
ogist at the National Biodiversity Data 
Centre and one of the forces behind the 
All-Ireland Pollinator Plan, 2015-2020. 

As the country-wide action plan 
reaches the end of its five-year term, Dr 
Fitzpatrick said things are still “pretty 
dire” for Ireland’s 97 bee species. “Be- 
tween 2012 and 2018, species were still in 
decline,” she said. 

However, it could be 2025 or even 2030 
before the All-Ireland Pollinator Plan 
has an impact and before threatened 
pollinators show signs of a recovery, Dr 
Fitzgerald said. 

Many Irish people feel local and 
national government isn’t putting polli- 
nators first. 

Some 88% of Irish people said the 
Government isn’t working hard enough 
to save bees, according to a survey con- 
ducted by the All-Ireland Pollinator 
plan last year. And 72% want more edu- 
cational measures, 69% want govern- 
ment bodies to stop using pesticides, 
and 63% want more pollinator-friendly 
planting in parks. 

On the All-Ireland Pollinator Plan’s 
interactive map, even school children 
are out-performing local authorities: 
Irish councils have recorded 80 actions 
to protect bees since the All-Ireland Pol- 
linator Plan was launched in 2015. But 
schools have recorded 91. 

Community groups, including Tidy 
Towns committees, have recorded 312 
actions and there have been 218 actions 
from gardens. 

Now, just one year from the end of the 
five-year plan, local authorities are sig- 
ning up to a framework agreement 
launched in March, in a bid by the All- 


Regulation of short-term letting sector belated but 


FTER much delay, the Govern- 

ment has finally introduced 

regulations for the short-term 

letting sector. Last week, the 
Oireachtas Housing Committee unani- 
mously passed Housing Minister Eog- 
han Murphy’s amendments to the Plan- 
ning and Development Act 2000, which 
are set to become law before the 
summer. 

The new rules will only apply to prop- 
erties within rent-pressure zones and, 
as with the 4% cap, will expire at the 
end of 2021, unless extended by further 
legislation. 

Based on proposals made by the 
Housing Committee in October 2017, 
the regulations will operate on three le- 
vels and will apply from July 1,a month 
later than originally announced. 

If you let out a room in your own 
home, or let out your entire home, for 
less than 90 days in a year, you will not 
be affected by the new rules. You can 
carry on as before, without a need for 
planning permission or any additional 
charges. 

If you let out a room in your own 
home, or let out your entire home, for 
more than 90 days, you will need to 
apply to your local authority for plan- 
ning permission. Councils will be given 
guidance on how to deal with such ap- 
plications. 

The cost of your application will be 
€3.60 per square metre for change-of- 
use, amounting to €180 for a small flat 
or €576 for a three-bed family home. If 
granted planning permission, no other 
costs (such as commercial water 
charges) will apply, as this is your prin- 
cipal residence. 

Ifyou let out a second property, or en- 
tire properties, commercially, you will 
have to secure planning permission, ir- 
respective of how long you let the prop- 
erty for. Standard planning fees will 
apply, as will commercial water

Ireland Pollinator Plan to improve up- 
take from councils. Dr Fitzpatrick said 
the response from councils has been 
“really positive”. 

The agreement calls on local author- 
ities to take one pollinator-promoting 
action within the first year, to make a 
record of the actions they are taking, 
and to provide an annual report. 

Of Ireland’s 31 local authorities, six 
have so far signed up. 

In Munster, Limerick, and Water- 
ford, councils have signed the frame- 
work agreement. Cork City and County 
Councils, which sponsored the biodi- 
versity and councils conference, have

charges. However, during last week’s 
Housing Committee meeting, Minister 
Murphy said that he expects the vast 
majority of these properties (i.e. non- 
principal residences) to be refused plan- 
ning permission for short-term letting. 
He repeatedly referred to a ‘blanket 
ban’ in all but the most exceptional of 
cases. 

So, the new regulations will have 
little impact on genuine, peer-to-peer 
home sharers or those letting out their 
own home part-time. 

However, for commercial, short-term 
lets in rent-pressure zones, the Govern- 
ment’s clear intention is for those prop- 
erties to be transferred back to the long- 
term rental market. 

The legislation defines short-term 
letting as 14 days, but this technical de- 
scription does not have any impact on 
the planning permission requirement 
or, where planning is granted, how long 


yet to sign up. Dr Fitzpatrick said that 
talks are ongoing, and that she expects 
a framework agreement “soon”. 

Dun Laoghaire Rathdown Co Council 
(DLRCC) has radically overhauled its 
land management, in response to the 
pollinator crisis; in 2018, they elimin- 
ated chemical use on public lands, apart 
from invasive species control, and now 
use hot-water machines for weed con- 
trol. 

They have also changed their verge- 
cutting and management of public land. 
This is to allow to flower plants that are 
needed as a food source by bees.

It was disappointing that the Govern- 
ment did not also bring forward regu- 
lations for short-term letting platforms 
and agents. This was recommended by 
the Oireachtas Housing Committee in 
our 2017 report. 


Anne Murray, said the public need to be 
educated and that she has received 
complaints that the council is not doing 
its job. 

Weeding out out-dated mentalities is 
an important aspect of the pollinator 
plan, Ms Murray, and several other 
speakers, emphasised: instead of seeing 
flowering plants, like dandelions, as 
weeds to be eradicated, the public must 
see these plants as a vital seasonal food 
source for bees.

The committee was strongly of the 
view that there should be a legal 
requirement for platforms to share in- 
formation with both the local authority 
and Revenue on the length of time hosts 
let out their property.

In fact, it’s more expensive to manage 
public land for pollinators: Ms Murray 
said regular maintenance costs €84 per 
hectare annually, but up to €140 per 
hectare when land is managed for polli- 
nators, mostly caused by composting 
costs. 

Trinity College botanist, Dr Jane 
Stout, has a stark warning for councils 
about use of pesticides, including neoni- 
cotinoids, a group of systemic insecti-

ment of the new rules will fall on local 
authorities. 

This means that council planning de- 
partments will need adequate staff and 
resources, not only to process planning 
applications, but to track compliance. 

Enforcement of short-term letting 
has proved difficult in some cities, as in- 
dividual hosts and some platforms have 
deliberately sought to circumvent the 
rules. However, other cities have high 
levels of compliance. 

The key to getting it right here is to 
ensure that hosts, platforms, and agents 
have clear information as early as poss- 
ible on how the new regime works. 
There must bea consistency of message 
across all councils, and applications for 
planning permission must be dealt with 
quickly. 

The Government must send out a 
very strong signal that it intends to 
fully enforce the new rules and that 
non-compliance will be dealt with

cides that are known bee-killers, and 
glyphosate, the herbicide shown last 
year to damage bees’ health and navi- 
gation abilities. 

Farmers may get a bad rap for their 
use of pesticides, but traditionally man- 
aged lawns and green spaces can bear 
up to 10 times the pesticide burden of 
agricultural land, according to US 
biodiversity group The Audubon So- 
ciety. 

Dr Stout said that while the use of 
pesticides on agricultural land is 
measured, we have no way of knowing 
the quantity of pesticides used on local 
authority lands, and that the full impact 
of pesticides on pollinators, which area 
“flagship for biodiversity”, is not yet 
fully understood. 

Some 77% of Irish honey samples 
were found to contain traces of pesti- 
cides in a recent study, Dr Stout said, 
proving that insecticides, herbicides, 
and fungicides are contaminating polli- 
nators’ food chain. 

“Outside of agricultural settings, we 
don’t know how much is being used,” 
she said. “It seems prudent, given that 
we don’t know the impacts of these pes- 
ticides, to seek alternatives and to 
change perception.” 

Reduce, rethink, and replace pesti- 
cides with something less-damaging, Dr 
Stout says.

firmly and quickly. 

As one of the first TDs in the current 
Dail to call for the regulation of the 
short-term letting sector, back in 2016, I 
welcome the Government’s move. We 
need clear and fair regulations that pro- 
tect guests and hosts, while ensuring 
that short-term letting does not have a 
disruptive impact on the private rental 
sector. 

Unfortunately, in the absence of any 
regulations, a significant number of 
rental properties have been lost to the 
market because of short-term letting, 
particularly in our urban centres. 

While not the cause of our rental and 
homelessness crises, this loss has made 
things worse. 

Ultimately, a large volume of good- 
quality, affordable rental accommo- 
dation, provided by councils and ap- 
proved housing bodies, along with 
greater security of tenure and rent cer- 
tainty in the private sector, are the only 
long-term solutions to our dysfunc- 
tional rental system. 

However, ensuring that short-term 
letting is properly regulated is also 
necessary. 

Indeed, the Government should re- 
consider the 2021 sunset clause and 
simply allow local authorities to relax 
the ‘blanket ban’ on commercial, short- 
term lets in rent-pressure zones as the 
rental and homelessness crises ease. 

Abandoning regulations fully would 
be short-sighted and could result in fu- 
ture disruptions. 

The short-term letting sector, just 
like the private and social rental sec- 
tors, needs fair and transparent regu- 
lation that protects hosts and guests 
alike. |

Boy-next-door charm and smoothly 
calibrated pop have proved a potent 
blend in the hands of Canadian chart 
poppet Shawn Mendes.

But he added a surprising new in- 
gredient with last year’s self-titled 
third album — a more mature affair 
that saw the Toronto-native move 
beyond puppy-eyed adorability 
and ponder the flesh-and-blood 
complications of romance. 

The record hinted that he might 
achieve what many of his peers have 
failed at in escaping teen stardom 
and carving a career as grown-up 
musician. Somewhere Justin Bieber 
is sitting up taking notes.

Mendes winningly blended those 
two personas — adolescent dream- 
boat and conflicted 20-something — 
as he brought his new tour to Dublin 
for the first of two sold-out perform- 
ances. He wore heart on sleeve 
throughout, rocking out with visible 
aplomb on There’s Nothin’ Holding 
Me Back and performing the stripped 
down I Don’t Know What It’s Like To 
Be You from a second stage in the 
middle of the standing fans. 

He got his big break posting brief 
snippets to the now defunct social 
media site Vine. So it was a pleasant 
surprise that his songs often lacked 
the disposability of fellow Canadian 
megastars Bieber and Drake. 

Mendes plays guitar and piano and 
was as comfortable crooning deso- 
lately over the ivories on Never Be 
Alone as unleashing his inner pop 
god on Lost In Japan.

FEW years ago the exclusive 

club of Irish bands capable of 

selling out Dublin’s 8Arena 

welcomed a new member in 

the form of Dingle’s Walking 
On Cars. With tunes that blended folk 
and pop they were hailed — a bit 
lazily — as the homegrown Mumford 
and Sons. They certainly knew their 
way around an anthemic pop song, 
and were soon taking their seat at the 
top table of Irish rock. 

It was in many ways an unlikely 
success story. The group, all from 
rural Kerry, were childhood friends 
who'd started playing together as a 
lark. In 2015, with minimal 
promotion or industry fanfare, their 
single ‘Speeding Cars’ became a top 
20 hit across Ireland and the 
continent. Twelve months later, 
before they had quite taken it all in, 
they sold out 3Arena. And then the 
wheels came off. 

“Before we started our second 
album people were saying ‘oh that’s 
going to be the tough one,” recalls 
Patrick Sheehy, who fronts the five- 
piece alongside Sorcha Durham. “We 
didn’t know what they meant. And 
then we dived into it. And we 
definitely felt the pressure.” 

The problem was that while their 
2016 debut Everything This Way had 
been half a decade in the plotting, its 
follow-up had to be put together in 
less than 18 months. That was huge 
change and initially it seemed to the 
group that they were being asked to 
become a musical production line. 
Knocking out track after track didn’t 
come naturally. They grew a bit fed 
up — and then slightly anxious. 
They’d already scaled the mountain 
once. Could they do so all over again? 

“We went into it with the wrong 
psychology,” says Sheehy. “We had 
the wrong aim. Too much time was 
spent focusing on the sound of the 
instruments — rather than digging 
deep and being honest and real and 
creating something that was 
authentic.” 


DRAWING BOARD 

After weeks of pained mucking about 
they sat back and listened to what 
they had done. It sounded, to them, 
like a bland facsimile of 

Everything This Way. So they 
scrapped it and started over. 

“What we realised is that we had to 
be honest,” says Sheehy. “On the 
first record we were writing for the 
sake of writing — for the love of it. So 
we stepped back and tried to recap- 
ture that.” 

Sheehy, if anything bares his soul 
even more on the new LP, Colours. He

croons wrenchingly about his 
difficult relationship with alcohol on 
the single ‘Coldest Water’. He’s far 
from an addict — but came to realise 
that he was in certain social situ- 
ations using drinking as a crutch. All 
his pain, regret, confusion and even 
shame, he poured into the lyrics, 
which are immensely powerful. 

He’s aware that ‘Coldest Water’ has 
been doing well. But Sheehy is no- 
netheless taken aback when the Irish 
Examiner informs him that it’s 
headed for half a million streams on 
Spotify — an indication that it’s poised 
to become a major hit. 

“When you put yourself out there 
and people accept and appreciate it... 
that’s a good feeling. The sentiments 
can apply to a lot of things. People 
have all kinds of addictions: whether 
it’s food or drink or drugs or social 
media. It could be anything.” 

Still, there were moments, he says, 
when the band feared that they’d said 
all they had to say and that a second 
album might never be forthcoming. 
There is a theory in the music indus- 
try that some artists peak to quickly 
and have nowhere else to go.

stumbled into that trap? “There are 
always those times you are totally 
uninspired,” say Sheehy. “You think, 
‘have I done my best work — is that 
it?’ But then the following day you go 
back to the studio and there’s a differ- 
ent energy and it’s all happening. So 
we just kept showing up and grad- 
ually we got there. We’re delighted 
with the album now and can’t wait 
for people to hear it.” 


BIG INGERMANY 

One surprise is how well the band are 
doing on the Continent. Germany, in 
particular, has embraced Walking 
On Cars. 

On their upcoming tour of the 
country they will be playing Vicar 
Street and Dublin Olympia scale 
venues — a sign of how fast their 
fanbase has grown there. Even more 
impressive is the loyalty Germany 
has shown. In the three years since 
Everything This Way, the fanbase has 
patiently waited to hear what else the 
group has up its sleeves. 

“People focus on the UK and 
American markets. Germany is 
absolutely huge,” says Sheehy. 
“Radio there latched on to ‘Speeding 





Cars’ very quickly. And when you 
have a hit in Germany it just lingers 
on the radio for six to nine months. 
So that song got a crazy amount of 
action. 

“There are acts in Germany who 
are huge stars but nobody else has 
heard of them. There’s a guy from 
Tralee, Rea Garvey, who we've tour- 
ed with. He plays arenas in Germany 
and is a judge on The Voice there.

MUSGRAVE PARK 

Walking On Cars return to 3Arena on 
May 23. However, if there’s a concert 
that the band are really looking for- 
ward to it’s their Musgrave Park 
show in Cork on June 21. Just up the 
road from Dingle it’s the closest to a 
homecoming for Sheehy and com- 
pany, with more than 12,000 expected 
to attend. 

The day is also mushrooming into 
a mini-festival. Recent UK chart- 
topper Tom Walker is on the bill — as 
is “new Adele” Lewis Capaldi, whose 
own Ireland and UK tour is a straight 
sell-out. 

“Tt’s going to be awesome,” says 
Sheehy. “To get Lewis Capaldi on the 
bill is ridiculous. The last time we did 
3Arenaa lot of Kerry people travelled 
up. I think they’ll go to Cork on this 
occasion — it will save them a bit of 
money on the petrol!”

long time ago, in a galaxy far, far away, 

it was a time of oppression for the gamer 

republic.

Then, one day, during Star Wars Cel- 
ebration, one of the corporations rose up 
against the evil empire, announcing a single- 
player Star Wars game that was free of live ser- 
vices and micro-transactions. The corporation 
was Electronic Arts (EA) and the game was 
Star Wars Jedi: Fallen Order. 

We may be romanticising the reveal of Fallen 
Order, but make no mistake about it — the 
game being a single-player adventure is a near 
miracle. 

In fact, when it releases in November Fallen 
Order will be the first true single-player Star 
Wars game since The Force Unleashed II in 
2010, which is incredible when you consider the 
sheer popularity of the Lucasfilm franchise in 
gaming media. 

Fallen Order is set in the period immediately 
following ‘Order 66’, the moment in Revenge of 
the Sith when the Emperor orders his clone 
army to turn on the jedi and eliminate them. 
Most of the jedi are wiped out in this moment, 
leaving those who survived to hide in the

shadows. In Fallen Order, you play one of those 
outcast jedi, Cal Kestis, who was a trainee pa- 
dawan when Order 66 takes place.

Star Wars expands with Onslaught 

Meanwhile, while the official title of Star 
Wars Episode IX is The Rise of Skywalker, an- 
other Star Wars property rose from the dead 
this week too. An expansion was announced for 
the online world Star Wars: The Old Republic, 
its first for three years. The expansion is called 
Onslaught and it will bring a new story, two 
new planets, a ‘flashpoint’, a new ‘operation’ 
and some new abilities.

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Tax revenues to rise even as economy cools

Finance Minister Paschal 
Donohoe looks set to have 
ample room for spending 
rises and tax cuts in his 
next budget even as the 
Government cut the growth 
outlook. 

The latest economic fore- 
casts, which the Department 
of Finance releases in the 
Stability Programme as part 
of the regular cycle of budget 
forecasts prepared for the 
EU, show it cut its headline 


GDP growth projections for 
this year and in 2020 from 
previous forecasts in Oc- 
tober’s budget. 

GDP will grow this year 
and in 2020 by 3.9% and by 
3.3%, down from growth 
rates of 4.2% and 3.6% pro- 
jected in the October fore- 
casts. 

However, the forecasts 
reveal the Government still 
expects to take in more in tax 
revenues this year and next 
year than it anticipated six 
months ago despite the lower 


headline figures, as corpor- 
ation tax receipts continue to 
swell. 

The forecasts come as Cen- 
tral Bank governor Philip 
Lane stepped up warnings 
about the potential risks 
facing banks and Govern- 
ment finances. 

The Department of 
Finance is now projecting it 
will collect tax revenue of 
over €58.4bn this year, up 
from over €57.9bn projected 
on budget day in October, 
and forecasts it will have 


€500m more from corpor- 
ation tax receipts in 2019 
than anticipated. 

And in planning for the 
next budget in October, it 
now projects it will collect 
tax revenue of more than 
€61.2bn in 2020, up from the 
revenue of €60.9bn forecast 
six months ago. 

Austin Hughes, chief econ- 
omist at KBC Bank Ireland, 
said the implied fiscal room 
for tax cuts and spending in- 
creases will likely be larger 
than even the new figures 


suggest and will become 
something of an embarrass- 
ment for the finance min- 
ister and his officials, who 
are trying to rein in budget 
spending expectations. 

Mr Hughes said there a 
number of factors which are 
likely to boost Government 
finances, including the 
prospects for a much softer 
Brexit outcome than seemed 
possible only a few weeks 
ago, a more favourable 
exchange rate, as well as in- 
terest rates that have fallen 


significantly since October, 
which implies much lower fi- 
nance charges on the 
national debt. 

“The fiscal cookie jar” is 
probably opening up more 
than the Department of Fi- 
nance would like, he said. 

Conall Mac Coille, chief 
economist at Davy, said 
that despite all the talk of 
prudence” the forecasts 
still show rapid growth in 
spending. 

Mr Donohoe told reporters 
that the new forecasts as- 


sume an orderly Brexit come 
as tax revenues so far this 
year started positively and 
the exchequer expects to col- 
lect €500m more than antici- 
pated in corporation tax re- 
ceipts this year. 

Gross debt next year will 
fall below the key 60% level 
next year as a share of GDP, 
but would still be an elevated 
level of 91% when measured 
by the modified measure of 
the economy. 

Meanwhile, business 
group Ibec said it expects the 


economy to grow 4% this 
year. 

“The Irish economy is in a 
sweet spot, with growth in 
employment and wages both 
hitting close to 3% in 2018,” 
said head of tax and fiscal 
policy Gerard Brady. 

“The six months of 
additional time given to the 
Brexit process is welcome as 
it avoids an imminent cliff- 
edge situation. However, it 
has also left business to 
manage the rolling, and 
costly uncertainty.” 





Surprise 
drugs 
boost 
for J&J

Three months ago, Johnson 
& Johnson (J&J) predicted 
an ugly 2019 as the health- 
care giant faced thousands of 
consumer lawsuits and 
pressure in the US on drug 
prices. But its latest 
quarterly results suggested 
the company may have been 
too pessimistic. 

While sales are still being 
hurt by difficult foreign 
exchange rates, J&J’s fast- 
growing pharmaceutical 
unit helped offset its weaker 
consumer and medical de- 
vice lines. 

Instead of the zero to 1% 
annual operational growth 
the company warned inves- 
tors about in January, J&J 
said its first-quarter operat- 
ing revenue was up 3.9%. . 

And chief financial officer 
Joseph Wolk said that earn- 
ings were heavily weighted 
toward the drug unit. 

“That gave us greater 
confidence than we had in 
January,” Mr Wolk said. 

“Investors were somewhat 
nervous going into the print 
given challenges that bioph- 
arma companies often face 
in the first quarter of the 
year,” said Vamil Divan, an 
analyst with Credit Suisse. 

Another bright spot was 
the launch of J&J’s nasal 
spray Spravato, a close 
chemical cousin of the 
anaesthetic ketamine that 
works quickly to alleviate 
symptoms of depression. 

The rollout is “off toa 
very, very strong start,” 
Jennifer Taubert, head of the 
pharmaceutical unit, said on 
a conference call. 

Ms Taubert said there are 
now as many as 800 sites 
approved to treat patients 
with the drug. 

While the company is 
facing a set of legal and 
business challenges, the 
drug unit’s results are likely 
to give some comfort to 
investors that the worst-case 
scenario may not come to 
pass. 

Shares of the New Jersey- 
based firm rose as much as 
3.1%. The stock has lagged 
broader indexes this year, 
and is up 8.2%, compared 
with the 16% gain in the US 
S&P 500. 

There are still obstacles 
ahead. The company faces 
thousands of lawsuits in 
which plaintiffs claim they 
were given cancer by J&d’s 
talc-based personal care 
products, and J&J has 
settled some of the cases. 

Those settlements could 
eventually cost the company 
as much as $15bn (€13.2bn). 

The drugmaker has also 
been named in hundreds of 
lawsuits by US cities, coun- 
ties and states over its role in 
the US opioid epidemic, and 
is facing more than 10,000 
lawsuits in which patients 
say they were harmed by a 
J&J artificial joint.

Growth tide may turn to boost euro

The euro’s stagnant start to 
the year might be ending as 
signs emerge that Europe’s 
economic growth is reviving. 

Traders are unwinding 
bets against the common 
currency in the options 
market, with a gauge of 
sentiment and positioning 
over one year now the least 
negative in 11 months. 

Europe’s recovering econ- 
omy, coupled with optimism 
surrounding China’s trade, 
will help push the euro more 
than 4% higher in coming 
months, according to UBS 
and Morgan Stanley. 


The euro has lost ground 
against the dollar this year 
and been stuck in a range of 
$1.12 to $1.14 in recent 
months, on fears of a reces- 
sion in Germany and a dov- 
ish turn by the ECB. 

That has undermined the 
forecasts of analysts who 
were predicting at the start 
of the year the common cur- 
rency would gain as policy 
makers removed policy- 
maker stimulus. 

“Range trading can mask 
an underlying build-up of 
pressures that get released 
eventually,” said UBS’ head 
of currency and rates strat- 
egy Themos Fiotakis. 


“We acknowledge the 
ECB’s dovishness but are 
inclined to see growth, in 
Europe and globally, as the 
more forward-looking and 
bullish driver of the euro,” 
he said. 

Mr Fiotakis sees the 
eurozone’s data, such as re- 
tail sales and industrial pro- 
duction, as overshadowing 
ECB president Mario Drag- 
hi’s subdued rhetoric last 
week. 

Signs of a tentative 
recovery appeared in the 
form of German investor 
confidence data, with the 
ZEW expectations gauge 
beating analyst estimates. 


The euro has also shown 
resilience to negative news 
in the past week, recovering 
following Mr Draghi’s com- 
ments following a report that 
some ECB policy makers are 
sceptical on growth in the 
second half of 2019. 

UBS predicts the euro will 
advance to $1.18 in coming 
months and then end the 
year at $1.20. 

The currency traded 
around $1.13 yesterday, hav- 
ing dropped 1.5% this year. 

Morgan Stanley is just as 
bullish as UBS. 

This week’s flash estimate 
for the eurozone Purchasing 
Managers Index may 


provide the nascent indi- 
cations of an improvement in 
China filtering through to 
Europe, said strategists in- 
cluding Hans Redeker. 

“Optimism on growth in 
the rest of the world 
rebounding should weaken 
the dollar and help the euro,” 
Mr Redeker said. 

“We like buying euro- 
dollar this week,” he said, 
adding the US bank is also 
targeting $1.18. That is a level 
last touched in September. 

Nordea Bank sees it 
breaking through that to hit 
$1.1650 within the next few 
months.

Kingspan 
bids €700m 
for Belgian 
company

Shares in specialist building 
materials group Kingspan 
rose almost 3% as it said it 
had offered €700m for the in- 
sulation division of Belgian 
mattress firm Recticel. 

Cavan-based Kingspan 
said the offer was to acquire 
Recticel’s entire insulation 
and flexible foams divisions, 
with an agreement with a 
third party for the disposal of 
all of the flexible foams 
businesses if the bid was suc- 
cessful. 

Kingspan declined to com- 
ment further on whether the 
bid was related to Brexit and 
market diversification, but 
Recticel has insulation 
manufacturing facilities in 
the UK, France, Slovenia as 
well as its native Belgium. 

Recticel said its insulation 
division achieved combined 
sales of €271.2m in 2018, 
while its flexible foams divi- 
sion achieved combined 
sales of €621.5m with an ad- 
justed Ebitda of €41.5m, Rec- 
ticel said. 

Shares in the firm surged 
more than 20% in Brussels 
after the Kingspan bid. 

Kingspan has spent over 
€1bn in the past two years on 
acquisitions, bolstering facil- 
ities in North and South 
America. 

In February, chief execu- 
tive Gene Murtagh said 
while the acquisition pipe- 
line was very healthy, the 
European market remains 
very unpredictable. 

A quarter of Kingspan’s 
revenues are derived from its 
UK business. 

Mr Murtagh confirmed 
that while the company 
branched into new markets 
in Latin America and India 
last year, any purchases 
made this year would likely 
be focused on continental 
Europe. 

Mr Murtagh was speaking 
as Kingspan breached the 
€4bn revenue mark for the 
first time. 





Rising fuel costs help send 
Lufthansa into the red

Lufthansa posted an operat- 
ing loss of €336m for the first 
three months of the year, 
hurt by rising fuel costs and 
excess capacity in Europe. 

Germany’s biggest airline 
said in an after-hours update 
that a €202m rise in fuel costs 
had contributed to the loss, 
while ticket prices fell sig- 
nificantly at Lufthansa’s 
other airlines, which include 
Swiss and Austrian Airlines, 
as well as budget carrier Eu- 
rowings. 

However, the size of the 
loss was far greater than 
analysts had expected 
though investors appeared to 
put concerns behind them. 


Lufthansa shares which 
initially fell in morning trade 
later rallied by as much as 
5.7%. Shares in rivals Rya- 
nair, Aer-Lingus-owner IAG, 
EasyJet, and Air France 
KLM gained slightly. 

Lufthansa’s loss added 
weight to concerns across 
the industry and follows a 
bleak report from EasyJet, 
which said at the start of the 
month it expected to report a 
£275m (€318m) loss in the six 
months to the end of March. 

The fall in Lufthansa’s 
earnings was accentuated by 
a tough comparison with the 
previous year when the in- 
solvency of Air Berlin re- 
moved a major competitor in 
its home market, it said. 


Lufthansa reported an op- 
erating profit of €52m for the 
same period a year earlier. 

European airlines are batt- 
ling overcapacity and high 
fuel costs, while uncertainty 
around Brexit has led some 
travellers to delay summer 
holiday bookings.The first 
quarter is traditionally the 
weakest for airlines, analysts 
at Independent Research 
said, but added that the risk 
of a profit warning had risen. 

Lufthansa said it expects 
revenues to pick up in the 
second quarter as booking 
levels recover, adding that 
for 2019, it still expects to 
make an adjusted operating 
profit margin of 6.5% to 8%.

Millennials’ fondness for 
athleisure wear helped 
retailer JD Sports Fashion 
defy Britain’s retail gloom 
and beat full-year earnings 
expectations. 

The group’s expansion 
over the past year, with the 
purchase of US-based Finish 
Line and smaller rival Foot- 
asylum, also bolstered an- 
nual profits. Shares in the 
firm rose more than 7.5% toa 
record high. 

Executive chairman Peter 
Cowgill said Britain’s big- 
gest sportswear retailer had 
targeted millennials and 
Generation Z consumers -- 
those born between the mid- 
1990s and the mid-2000s -- 
who had driven the trend for 
athleisure, whereby gym 
clothes have become accept- 
able at work, school and on 
social occasions. 

The company said head- 
line pretax profit rose 15.5% 
to £355.2m (€410.7m) for its 
financial year. 

Britain’s retail industry 
has been hit by weakening 
consumer spending amid 
uncertainty over Brexit, 
higher business costs anda 
shift to online shopping. 

JD, with more than 2,400 
stores that sell brands in- 
cluding Nike, Puma and Adi- 
das, has weathered the storm 
thanks to its international 
footprint and a strong online 
presence. 

That contrasts with rival 
Sports Direct, majority 
owned by billionaire Mike 
Ashley, who has recently 
failed in takeover attempts 
including for Debenhams 
and Findel. 

Shares in Zalando also 
jumped after Europe’s big-

gest online-only fashion re- 
tailer said it expected to post 
an operating profit for the 
first quarter, when it usually 
makes a loss due to selling 
off remaining stock after 
Christmas at a discount. 

The shares were up almost 
11%, buoying other fashion 
firms like Asos, Zara-owner 
Inditex, Adidas and H&M. 

The industry has been 
plagued in recent years by 
fierce competition and heavy 
discounting, while invest- 
ment in logistics and 
technology to speed online 
delivery has also weighed on 
profitability, especially as 
Amazon expands in fashion. 

Zalando said it expected 
adjusted earnings before in- 
terest and taxes in the single- 
digit millions, while analysts

had predicted an operating 
loss. It said sales growth 
should meet market expec- 
tations for about 23%. 

Zalando said the results 
were in line with its full-year 
targets. 

It is due to report first- 
quarter results on May 2. 

Last week, shares in Brit- 
ish rival Asos jumped after it 
stuck to its full-year guid- 
ance even after it reported a 
drop in first-half pretax 
profit. Shares in both Asos 
and Zalando tumbled last 
year after they were forced 
to issue profit warnings, 
with Asos blaming a high 
level of discounting and Za- 
lando saying sales had been 
hit by the unusually long, 
hot summer in Europe.

Central Bank governor Philip 
Lane said that it is examining 
the potential for banks to add 
to reserves to safeguard 
against any sharp downturn. 
“Our plan now is to examine 
the potential additional 
contribution of the systemic 
risk buffer in ensuring that the 
banking system would be resil- 
ient in the event of a structural 
shock to the Irish economy,” he 
said in a speech at the UCD 
School of Economics. 

“In relation to the financial 
system, fragile banks that lack 
sufficient capital and liquidity 
buffers may respond to an 
adverse shock by pulling back 
on credit provision and thereby 
deepen its recessionary im- 
pact. 

“In relation to fiscal policy, a 
fragile sovereign may not be 
able to engage in countervail- 
ing fiscal measures on account 
of funding difficulties,” he said. 


Rise in goods trade 


with Britain 


The CSO said goods exports to 
Britain increased 16% to 
€1.2bn in February from the 
same month a year earlier, on 
increases of mineral fuels and 
lubricants, and accounted for 
10% of total exports. 

Imports from Britain surged 
19% to €1.6bn over the same 
period and accounted for 26% 
of the value of all imports in 
February. 


Ftse-100 boost as 
China fears ease 


Asia-focused financial stocks, 
gaining on upbeat data from 
China, and a weaker sterling 
thrust London’s main index to 
levels not seen since October, 
while mid-cap retailer JD 
Sports hit a record high after a 
forecast-beating profit. The 
Ftse-100 added 0.4% after hit- 
ting its highest since October 4 
as a dip in pound boosted 
blue-chip exporter stocks. The 
more Uk-focused mid-cap 
index built on last week’s mo- 
mentum, when the EU agreed 
a second delay to Brexit. 


G4S progress in 
splitting business 


Security firm G4S, which has 
been subject to takeover inter- 
est from Canada’s Garda 
World Security, said it had 
made good progress in a re- 
view to separate its cash busi- 
ness and reported higher first- 
quarter revenue. 

Revenue for the first quarter 
rose 4.8% from a year earlier, 
driven by a more than 4% 
growth in both its secure sol- 
utions and cash solutions busi- 
nesses. The company had said 
in December it was looking to 
split off its cash business to 
focus on its security operations 
and said last month it received 
interest from potential bidders 
for the unit. 


Asia may hamper 
crude oil’s rally 


Oil’s march back toward a four- 
year high is now facing some 
roadblocks in the form of de- 
mand in Asia, though the path 
may Clear to allow further gains 
later this year. While the current 
rally in global benchmark 
prices to over $71 a barrel will 
put pressure on government fi- 
nances in Asia’s import-de- 
pendent nations, the level of 
fiscal stress typically doesn’t 
determine their crude pur- 
chases. Instead, the volume of 
shipments is influenced by the 
state of demand for fuel from 
industries and consumers in 
the world’s biggest oil-consum- 
ing region. In a discouraging 
sign for oil bulls, some indi- 
cators of consumption such as 
diesel profit margins have 
shown signs of weakness re- 
cently. That may hamper 
crude’s rally, which has so far 
been driven by Opec’s output 
cuts and concerns over tight 
supplies. Still, market watchers 
see the effect as temporary, 
and predict fuel demand will re- 
bound later in 2019. “Demand 
for crude in Asia and other re- 
gions is directly dependent 
upon downstream fuel mar- 
gins,” said Tushar Tarun Ban- 
sal, trading and downstream 
expert at McKinsey.

The share price of Kerry 
Group last week touched 
€100, marking a significant 
milestone for one of Ireland’s 
success stories in the food 
industry. 

Over the past 30 years, 
Kerry has evolved from a 
dairy co-op in a relatively 
poor milk-producing part of 
the country to being a global 
innovator and leader in the 
food and nutrition markets. 

That journey was 
supported and encouraged 
by a group of dairy farmers 
who saw the benefits of 
taking risks by investing in 
and growing businesses 
around the world. 

There have been many 
setbacks along the way, 
after some divisions failed to 
perform financially. 

Instead of being beaten 
down, the company learned 
lessons, re-set its objectives, 
and headed onwards to grow 
in markets and products that 
offered the type of returns 
which would build true 
shareholder value over time. 

In 1985, Kerry reported 
sales of €268m and a pre-tax 
profit of €6.5m. 

It would have been easy to 
be satisfied with a business 
model focussed on milk 
commodities, animal feed, 
pigment, and most recently 
beef processing. 

Instead, the management 
team and board set itself 
much loftier ambitions. 

Kerry wanted to go beyond 
being a relatively small but 
profitable co-op. 

I remember October 1986 
when Kerry joined the Irish 
Stock Exchange using a 
unique co-op and Ple struc- 
ture. 

It was a hard sell convinc- 
ing seasoned fund managers 
that this hybrid co-op and 
company, with its relatively 
narrow base of products, 
could deliver for investors. 

The share price on joining 
the exchange was 52 pence. 
Last year, Kerry reported 
sales of over €6.6bn and a net 
profit of €540m. 

Those who had the 
stomach to invest in the 1986 
IPO, and stay on board, have 
seen huge growth on their 
original investment. 

The Kerry story is a 
hugely important one for as- 
piring Irish entrepreneurs. 

So often I encounter busi- 
ness of various sizes that 
are wary about being too 
ambitious. Many have a 
comfortable market posi- 
tion, are trading profitably 
and generate dividends for 
their owners. 

Others are fighting every 
day to remain competitive 
and survive in a ruthless 
market. 

The Kerry story is essen- 
tial reading for the next gen- 
eration of business leaders.

But yesterday saw the launch of 
the country’s first offshore digital 
hub in a former restaurant which 
locals believe can boost its economic 
and social wellbeing and attract 
home some of the island’s huge 
global diaspora. 

Its population of 469 people 
includes some who have already 
experienced success in the digital 
world, but who need greater levels of 
connectivity to allow them to develop 
businesses at home. 

The new digital hub has been 
established by the Arranmore Busi- 
ness Council with the support of 
Donegal County Council, facilitating 
remote working and video confer- 
encing, in collaboration with Three 
Ireland, which has provided the 
necessary infrastructure. 

Key to that is the so-called Wire- 
less Leased Line, a dedicated system 
which provides internet speeds of up

Adrian Begley, of Arranmore 
Business Council, said no one was 
naive enough to expect that the open- 
ing of the hub would instantly mean 
people moving home from London, 
Chicago or Dublin, but he said it 
would mean the diaspora and visi- 
tors could spend longer holidays, 
while daily and weekly rates would 
mean locals and others could avail of 
high-speed connectivity for their 
own purposes. 

Eoin MacManus, business and 





enterprise director at Three Ireland, 
said the connection between Modam 
and a mobile mast on the coast was 
augmented by improvements to the 
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world 


mobile site on the island itself. 

Three Ireland broadband equip- 
ment has been installed in a local 
school, meaning students can use 
interactive whiteboards and partici- 
pate in online learning, and other 
buildings including the community 
centre and the local medical centre 
which will facilitate telemedicinal 
applications including video consul- 
tations with consultants on the main- 
land. 

“The digital hub itself acts as a 
showcase but there is more things 
that we have done,” Eoin MacManus 
said. 

Offering one example, he said: “We 
are talking to the local ferry about 
putting wi-fi on those.” 

He echoed the views of Mr Begley 
when he said initiatives such as 
Modam need to be viewed from a 
number of perspectives. 

“There’s the existing inhabitants 
not having to go to urban centres for 
everything; there are the people who 
have had to move away to create a 
lifestyle for themselves and can now 
move back and spend longer holi- 
days here; and those who have never 
lived here and want to experiment, 
whether it’s to write a book or create 
or design something.” 

Mr Begley said the island’s longer- 
term plan is for physical superspeed 
fibre cable to be connected to the is- 
land, and that the initial phase had 
plenty of scope to expand. 

“The plan is that it can be the most 
connected island in the world.” 

Whether or not the Modam idea is 
transferable to every island is debat- 
able, but at yesterday’s launch, there 
was at least the suggestion that it can 
be an inspiration to others on the 
geographical fringes of the country. 

As Mr Begley said: “We’ve gone 
from Pac Man, to this.”

Netflix last night forecast 
global paid subscriber 
additions in the second 
quarter below analysts’ 
estimates, after reporting 
better-than-expected sub- 
scriber additions in the first 
quarter. 

The company said it 
now expects to add 5m 
subscribers globally in the 
current quarter, compared 
with 5.48m paid subscribers 
globally, according to 
Factset estimates. 

The second-quarter fore- 
cast was also lower than 
5.45m subscribers that the 
company added a year ear- 
lier. 

In the reported quarter, 
Netflix added 7.86m paid 
subscribers internationally, 
compared with the average 
analyst estimate of 7.14m, 
according to IBES data from 
Refinitiv. 

The company said it 
signed up 1.74m paid sub- 
scribers in the US in the first 
quarter ended March 31, 
above the average analyst 
estimate of about 1.57 mil- 
lion, according to IBES data 
from Refinitiv. 

The company has been 
adding subscribers ata 
faster pace, fuelled by 
higher spending on original 
shows such as Sex Education 
and Russian Doll. 

Netflix spent $7.5bn 
(€6.6bn) on content for 2018 
and executives have said 
that number will grow in 
2019. 

The additions come 
against the backdrop of 
intensifying competition in 
the streaming services 
space. 

Last week, Disney priced 
its highly anticipated 
streaming video service 
below Netflix. 

Netflix shares closed 
down 1.4%, while those of 
Disney touched an all-time 
hi: 


Apple, WarnerMedia and 
others are also planning 
new streaming services. 

“We don’t anticipate that 
these new entrants will 
materially affect our 
growth, because the transi- 
tion from linear to 
on- demand entertainment 
is So massive and because of 
the differing nature of our 
content offerings”, the 
company said in a state- 
ment. 

However, Netflix’s aggres-

key to future of beef 


A bonus to young farmers from processors 
and access to training can be crucial in cre- 
ating a viable future for the beef sector, says 
Macra na Feirme president James Healy. 

Macra has launched a new ‘Sustainable 
Beef Policy 2019’ setting out a roadmap to 
create a viable beef sector for potential new 
entrants. With many beef farmers struggl- 
ing to break even, young farmer group’s 
policy document is urging a greater spot- 
light to be placed on farmers’ commitments 
to lowering the sector’s carbon footprint. 

“Changing the beef sector will not be a 
quick or easy task, but we believe that in this 
policy we have put together a realistic and 
achievable roadmap to a more vibrant and 
profitable beef sector,” said Mr Healy. 

“For this to come about, it will take a 
unity of purpose and a commitment from all 
to making these changes and I call on every- 


one involved in all parts of the sector and 
the Government to make this commitment.” 

Macra has presented its beef roadmap to 
the joint Oireachtas Committee on Agricul- 
ture, Food and the Marine. It states that 
broader access to training and advisory ser- 
vices can give beef farmers the knowledge 
and technical skills needed to safeguard 
their futures. A commitment by processors 
to pay young farmers a bonus would 
recognise the fact that young farmers are 
the most likely to adapt and put in place the 
advances in technology that will drive the 
future of this sector. 

Macra also says young farmers would 
benefit from the formation of EU-recognised 
producer organisations to negotiate with 
factories or exporters. This would give beef 
farmers who don’t have the size or scale the 
bargaining power of large-scale producers. 


IFA has urged the State to 
prioritise Teagasc’s realistic 
measures to reduce agricul- 
ture’s carbon footprint over 
the Citizens’ Assembly’s 
carbon tax model. 
Agriculture’s emissions 
have fallen 1% since 1990, 
whereas emissions from 
sectors such as transport 
are up 133%.

IFA president, Joe Healy, 
added: “The recommen- 
dations regarding the devel- 
opment of farm-scale and 
community renewables have 
the potential to make a real 
difference. However, this 
requires changes to grid con- 
nection, planning policy, and 
the design of the renewable 
electricity support scheme to 
support farm-scale and com- 
munity renewables.” 
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UK workers pay 
growing quickly 


British workers’ pay grew at its 
joint fastest pace in over a dec- 
ade as employers extended 
their hiring spree, adding to 
signs that uncertainty about 
Brexit is prompting firms to take 
on workers rather than commit 
to longer-term investments. 
Contrasting with other sluggish 
readings of the UK’s economy, 
total earnings, including bo- 
nuses, rose by an annual 3.5% 
in the three months to Febru- 
ary, Official data showed. 

That was the joint highest rate 
since mid-2008 although in the 
month of February on its own, 
the pace of wage growth 
slowed. 

Britain’s labour market has de- 
fied the approach of Brexit, 
helping households whose 
spending drives the economy. 
Last week, Britain’s exit from 
the EU was delayed until Oc- 
tober. Employment grew by 
179,000 in the three months to 
February, helping to keep the 
unemployment rate at 3.9%, its 
lowest since early 1975, said 
the Office for National Stat- 
istics. 


Germany ‘needs 
Commerzbank 
shares to treble’ 


Germany would need shares of 
Commerzbank to more than 
triple in order to break even on 
its investment in the lender, the 
Finance Ministry told law- 
makers in response to ques- 
tions about the bank’s merger 
talks with Deutsche Bank. Ger- 
many, which bailed out Com- 
merzbank during the financial 
crisis, still owned about 15.6% 
in the lender at the end of 2017. 
To exit the investment without a 
loss, it would need a share 
price of €26, compared with 
about €7.80 now. The Finance 
Ministry declined to say at what 
price it would support a take- 
over or whether it would keep 
its stake or seek to exit. 


Rolls-Royce seeks 
boost in China 


Luxury carmaker Rolls-Royce 
expects to achieve double-digit 
sales growth in China this year, 
although it will be lower than 
the 40% rate it saw in 2018, its 
chief executive said. Torsten 
Muller-Otvos was speaking at 
the Shanghai Autoshow. “We 
are well set up for again quite a 
good growth rate in 2019. We 
definitely see double-digit 
growth,” said the boss of the 
BMW-owned Rolls-Royce 
Motor Cars. 


‘Mr Kipling’ firm 
explores break-up 


Mr Kipling cakes firm Premier 
Foods is expected to press 
ahead with a break-up of the 
group in the coming months, it 
can be revealed. 

The Press Association under- 
stands that the company, 
which has been under press- 
ure from activist investors, has 
hired bankers at boutique ad- 
visory firm d’Angelin & Co to 
help manage the process. 

In February, Premier launched 
a strategic review, bowing to 
pressure from investors Oasis 
and Paulson, who own more 
than 20% of the group and had 
called for a radical shake-up. 
Insiders believe that, while all 
options are on the table, includ- 
ing a sale, a break-up is now 
the most likely. Premier is also 
behind custard brand Ambro- 
sia, Batchelors soups, Bisto 
gravy and Oxo cubes. 


Hays quarterly 
growth stumbles 


Recruiter Hays posted 
quarterly net fee growth below 
market expectations, as its big- 
gest market Germany was hit 
by slowing growth and a trade 
spat between Beijing and 
Washington. The staffing com- 
pany had in February flagged a 
lower level of contractor exten- 
sions in Germany, reducing its 
overall growth rate, as Eu- 
rope’s largest economy re- 
ported its weakest growth rate 
in five years. Hays, which is 
focused on white collar jobs, 
reported a 6% rise in net fees 
for the third quarter through 
March, against 10% a year 
earlier and a consensus expec- 
tation of 7%, according to Lib- 
erum analysts. Shares in the 
firm fell more than 2.5%. 


US manufacturing 
output still flat 


US manufacturing output was 
unchanged in March after two 
straight monthly declines, lead- 
ing to the largest quarterly de- 
crease in production since 
2017. The Federal Reserve said 
manufacturing production last 
month was restrained by weak 
motor vehicle and wood prod- 
ucts output. Data for February 
was revised up to show output 
at factories falling 0.3% instead 
of declining 0.4% as previously 
reported. Production at factori- 
es dropped at a 1.1% annual- 
ised rate in the first quarter. 
That was the first quarterly drop 
since the third quarter of 2017 
and followed a 1.7% pace of in- 
crease in the October-De- 
cember period.

A mother who witnessed a 
boating tragedy unfold last 
February, which left Limer- 
ick girl Amy Mulcahy fight- 
ing for her life, has organised 
a ‘Pelt a Politician’ fun- 
draiser, bucket collection, 
and table quiz to support the 
girl’s “long road to re- 
covery”. 

Amy, 12, was in a rowing 
boat with four friends when 
it overturned on a stretch of 
the River Shannon on Febru- 
ary 23. 

Amy was trapped under 
the water surface for several 
minutes after her hair be- 
came entangled in the boat’s 
outriggers. She remains ina 
serious but stable condition 
at Temple Street Children’s 
Hospital in Dublin. 

Local mother of two Mary 
Hogan, who cannot swim, 
said she came upon the un- 
folding tragedy after hearing 
her son, who had raced to the 
riverbank, trying to calm 
Amy’s friends, who “would 
not leave the boat” without 
her. 

“T couldn’t do a thing, I 
can’t swim. We couldn’t do 
anything for her on the day 
so we are doing it now. Now 
is our time to step up and 
help that child,” she said. 

“The screams of those 
children trying to save their 
friend — it will haunt me for 
the rest of my life. Those 
children were so brave. They 
did not leave their friend and 
I thought that was so com- 
mendable. 

“T have never witnessed 
something so sad in my life.” 

Ms Hogan said she has or- 
ganised an “old-fashioned” 
family fun day, which will in- 
corporate traditional carni- 
val-style games, at St Mary’s 
Aid, Nicholas St, Limerick, 
from 10am to 6pm on April 
20. 

Ms Hogan said she has en- 
listed the help of local Sinn 
Féin TD Maurice Quinlivan 
and Sinn Féin councillor 
John Costelloe for what 
could prove to be a key at- 
traction on the day. 

“We have a framed cut-out 
where you put your head in, 
and somebody batters you 
with water balloons,” said 
Mr Quinlivan. 

“Tm calling it ‘Pelt a Politi- 
cian’. I have lots of sponges. 
The craic will be 90.”

Village's bars again closed Good Friday

Pubs in a Meath village 
have agreed to stay closed 
on Good Friday for the sec- 
ond year to mark a ‘long- 
standing tradition’. 

The three pubs in Drum- 
conrath will remain shut 
this Friday and ignore the 
legislation, which allowed 
all publicans to legally serve 
alcohol last year for the first 
time in 90 years. 

Last year’s opening Good 
Friday was hailed as a huge 
success by customers and 
the majority of vintners. 

But not so in Drumcon- 
rath, where publicans Der- 
mot Muldoon, Pauline Fay, 
and Pat Dempsey say they 
haven’t changed their minds 
and will continue to close up 
every Good Friday. 


“Publicans get two days 
off in the whole year — just 
two — so we decided to keep 
that holiday, as well as 
keeping up the tradition and 
having a bit of respect for 
our religion,” said Dermot. 

“Last year, we got a lot of 
support from our custom- 
ers, the majority of whom 
would observe fasting on the 
day and stay off the drink 
anyway. 

“We said it, last year, that 
we would close and nothing 
has changed. What’s wrong 
with a day off? It was a tradi- 
tion among publicans here 
to spend the day with their 
own families. 

“It was something differ- 
ent about Ireland, that we 
were known for, and that’s 
all gone now. I used to al- 
ways go up to Crossmaglen

with my father and have 
something to eat and a chat 
with people, so I'll still go up 
there on Friday and do the 
same with my children.

Unlikely 
to be any 


changes to 
M20 route

The most senior roads engin- 
eer in Co Cork says he 
doubts there will be any 
change in the route pre- 
viously chosen for the Cork- 
Limerick motorway (M20), 
despite consultants being 
paid €15m to revisit it. 

Padraig Barrett, Cork 
County Council’s director of 
roads, also said he is pushing 
to have the northern relief 
road in Mallow treated as a 
separate project, after coun- 
cillors expressed fears the 
M20 might not be completed 
until at least 2027. 

Transport Infrastructure 
Ireland (TII) recently aw- 
arded a €15m contract to con- 
sultants to design a route be- 
tween the two cities, even 
though one was drawn up in 
late 2010, before the govern- 
ment decided to mothball the 
project due to the recession. 

Members of the council’s 
northern division have ques- 
tioned why the new design 
was costing so much when 
one was already gathering 
dust for the 100km motor- 
way, expected to cost €900m 
to construct. 

Cllr Ian Doyle said busi- 
nesses and landowners along 
the route were also querying 
the amount being paid to the 
consultants. 

“A house you designed 10 
years ago is now out of date, 
environmental and planning 
regulations have changed so 
we are legally obliged to do 
this (revisit the original 
plans). The route determined 
the last time was found to be 
the best route based on the 
information available. It’s 
too early to say if it will be 
the same route, but I’d be 
surprised if it wasn’t,” Mr 
Barrett told a meeting of the 
council’s northern division 
in Mallow. 

He said council engineers 


had recently met with the 
newly appointed consultants 
and provided them with all 
the original reports. 

Mr Barrett said he hoped 
the chosen route would be 
known by the end of next 
year. 

Cllr Gerard Murphy main- 
tained that as most of the pa- 
perwork and research was 
already completed, the 
tender price given to the con- 
sultants should have been 
much lower. 

“There was a substantial 
amount of work done on 
route selection previously. 
But it was specific for that 
route. That information was 
supplied to the consultants, 
so they have that bank of 
data which will be updated. 
They would have priced 
(their tender) knowing that 
information was available,” 
Mr Barrett said. 

Cllr Gearoid Murphy said 
he hoped Mr Barrett was 
right about the route be- 
cause there was concern the 
two cities would be linked by 
building a new motorway 
connecting to Limerick off 
the M8 at Cahir, Co Tipper- 
ary, which he said would be 
“an absolute disaster”. Cllr 
Gerard Murphy said that 
was “not an option” as it 
would have a serious econ- 
omic consequences for the 
North Cork region. 

He added he was glad to 
hear Mr Barrett say the 
council wants to plough 
ahead with building the Mal- 
low relief road, as the town 
and the North Cork region 
could not wait until 2027 for 
it. 

Mr Barrett said the coun- 
cil is preparing plans and an 
economic assessment aimed 
at convincing TII that it is 
vital the Mallow relief road 
is viewed as a separate pro- 
ject from the M20 and as such 
should be fast-tracked.

@ Safety prosecution for death of 
boy follows dangerous vehicle fine

A Cork farmer whose defec- 
tive tractor was responsible 
for the death of a boy has 
failed to stop a second pros- 
ecution being taken against 
him over the incident. 

The High Court has ruled 
that the Health and Safety 
Authority (HSA) can pro- 
ceed with a prosecution 
against George Ross, over 
the death of Michael ‘Haulie’ 
Murphy, at Knocknacullota, 
Killavullen, Co Cork, on Au- 
gust 23, 2013. 

The 14-year-old boy, who 
was the son of one of Mr 
Ross’s employees, fell out 
through the door of the trac- 
tor, which was kept shut 
with plastic cable ties, as the 
lock was broken. 

The ruling follows an ap- 
plication by Mr Ross, aged 
67, of Convamore, Bally- 
hooly, Co Cork, for a judicial 
review of the decision by the 
HSA to initiate a prosecution 
against him in Cork Circuit 
Criminal Court, under the 
Safety Health and Welfare at 
Work Act 2005, on the 
grounds that the tractor was 
an unsafe place to work be- 
cause of the defective door 
lock. 

Mr Ross is challenging the 
proceedings because he was 
convicted and fined €700 by 
Mallow District Court in Oc- 
tober 2014 under the Road 
Traffic Act for allowing to be 
driven a vehicle that was a 
danger to the public. 

Mr Ross claimed he should 
not be prosecuted a second 
time for what is substan- 
tially the same offence. Law- 
yers for the farmer argued it 
was an abuse of process to be 
facing another trial, where 
the offences were on an as- 
cending scale of gravity. 
They also claimed that the 
trial for the workplace of- 
fence should have taken 
place at the same time as the 
other prosecution. 

Mr Justice Michael Two- 
mey said the road traffic of- 
fence was minor, while the 
other was a serious and in- 
dictable offence, where Mr

Ross could face trial by a 
jury, as it carried a maxi- 
mum fine of €3m and a two- 
year prison sentence. 

The judge said the differ- 
ence between the two of- 
fences was highlighted by 
the fact that there was no 
requirement that any harm 
was actually caused to any 
person under the road traffic 
offence, unlike the offence 
under workplace legislation. 

Mr Justice Twomey said 
the elements necessary to 
prove the two offences were 
not the same. He claimed the 
two charges were different in 
nature, in degree, and in 
moral turpitude. 

The court noted that Mr 
Ross was aware, since mid- 
2015, that the HSA was con- 
ducting an investigation into 
the accident, as it had seized 
his tractor after his prosecu- 
tion in Mallow District 
Court. 

Mr Justice Twomey said 
the farmer should have 
known a prosecution was 
possible, if not probable. 

“For this reason, Mr Ross 
should not have been sur- 
prised that the death of a 
young boy might lead, at a 
minimum, to further investi- 
gation and perhaps a 
charge,” he added. 

The judge said it was per- 
haps understandable why 
Mr Ross had sought to pro- 
hibit the HSA prosecution, 
which he regarded as a “sec- 
ond” trial, as the degree of 
the farmer’s moral culpabil- 
ity for Michael’s death was 
very different to other deaths 
that appeared before the 
courts. 

Mr Justice Twomey said it 
would also have been prefer- 
able if the HSA proceedings 
could have been prosecuted 
more quickly. 

Although Mr Ross should 
not have had the prospect of 
a trial hanging over him for 
four years, Mr Twomey said 
the power to prohibit a pros- 
ecution should only be used 
in exceptional circum- 
stances and its use was not 
justified in the case before 
him.

CCTV may identify Ellis’s Yard mass-dumping culprits

An investigation is under- 
way after dozens of bags of 
rubbish were discarded on 
the road outside a notorious 
illegal dump site in Cork 
city. The site underwent a 
massive clean-up just weeks 
ago. 

It is hoped that a CCTV 
system, installed as part of 
the week-long clean-up of 
Ellis’s Yard, in Ballyvolane, 
in February, will help ident- 
ify the culprits. 

Several dozen bags of 
mostly domestic waste were 
found dumped all over the 
road between the Ellis’s Yard 
site and the adjoining Spring 
Lane halting site on Monday. 

It is believed the dumping 
occurred sometime between 
8.30pm and 10pm. 
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City council officials were 
alerted and council workers 
were dispatched at first light 
yesterday morning to re- 
move the material. 

It took a team of workers 
and two vans to clear and re- 
move some 70 bags of rub- 
bish and a mattress. 

Council staff have now 
been instructed to sift 
through the bagged material 
for possible evidential ma- 
terial that could lead to the 
identification of the waste 
producer or those who 
dumped it. 

Fiann Fail councillor Ken 
O’F lynn praised the council 
for the swift response and he 
condemned those respon- 
sible for the dumping. 

He said such was the vol- 
ume of material on the road 
on Monday night that it was

almost impassable for a peri- 
od, and that a path had to be 
cleared to allow vehicles to 
pass safely. 

He said: “I would hope that 
the CCTV system in the area 
will lead to the identification 
of those involved in this inci- 
dent and that it will lead to 
a full prosecution of those 
responsible, to the fullest ex- 


tent possible.” 

An estimated 200 tonnes of 
illegally dumped rubbish 
was removed from the city 
council-owned Ellis’s Yard 
site during a massive week- 
long clean-up operation late 
last February. Asbestos was 
among the wide range of ma- 
terial dumped on the site. 

A caravan, stuffed full of

bags of rubbish, was rolled 
down an exposed embank- 
ment into the site overnight, 
mid-way through the clean- 
up. It was also removed. 

A trawl through the ma- 
terial has led to the identifi- 
cation of several individuals, 
who are now facing prosecu- 
tion. 

The yard has been plagued 


with illegal dumping on an 
industrial scale over the 
years, with clean-ups costing 
€570,000 and firefighters 
called to almost 100 fires 
there last year alone. 

The site is zoned for 
Traveller accommodation in 
the 2015-2021 City Develop- 
ment Plan and there have 
been several calls for the 
council to prepare a long- 
term strategic plan to guide 
its future development 

The site is next to the 
council’s overcrowded 
Spring Lane halting site, 
where living conditions have 
been described as appalling. 

The site, designed for 
fewer than a dozen families, 
is currently home to more 
than 30, many of whom live 
on an authorised extension 
of the site. 


Red panda finds a mate thanks to dating agency 


England: Newquay Zoo’s 
male red panda Germaine 
has found a mate after being 
paired up by an inter- 
national zoological “dating 
agency”. 

Female red panda Zou, 
aged eight, was found 
through the International 
Studbook, which keeps 
detailed records of animals. 

Zoos use the records to 
make sure the mates are 
genetically suitable, with no 
danger of in-breeding. 


Naughty name 

USA: The US Supreme 
Court’s nine justices have 
discussed a trademark case 
involving a Los Angeles- 
based fashion brand spelled 
F-U-C-T. 

However, the justices got 
through about an hour of ar- 
guments without saying the 
brand’s name. The case has 
to do with a portion of fed- 
eral law that says officials 
should not register trade- 
marks that are “scandalous” 
or “immoral”. 

Officials have refused to 
register the brand’s name as 
a result. 

A lawyer for the brand 
argued that portion of law 
should be struck down as an 
unconstitutional restriction 
on speech. 

Some of the justices had 
creative ways of not saying 
the name. Chief Justice John 
Roberts described it as the 
“vulgar word at the heart of 
the case”. 


Mobile phone boxes 
England: Disused phone 
boxes have been transform- 
ed to provide 4G mobile 
connections for beachgoers 
in Cornwall who have long 
struggled with little cover- 
age. 

Visitors to Polzeath and 
Sennen Cove will be able to 
benefit from faster mobile 
internet and improved voice 
call reception service when 








they are within a 200m 
radius of Vodafone’s 4G 
phone boxes. 

Mobile coverage remains 
a problem for remote and 
coastal areas of the UK, due 
to challenging land surfaces 
and lack of fibre cables 
needed to link up masts. 


Kitten fishing 

Wales: Four stricken kittens 
have been rescued from a 
small gap between a wall and 
aconservatory with a child’s 
fishing net. 

The two ginger and two 
black-and-white kittens had 
been stuck in Llanyrafon, 
Cwmbran, for at least 24 
hours before residents in 
Liswerry Drive called Cats 
Protection’s Gwent Branch 
for help after spotting the 
trapped felines. 

Volunteers from the 
charity taped a £1.79 child’s 
fishing net toa broom handle 
and balanced on a step 
ladder. 

It took them half an hour 
to scoop each of the kittens 
out of the gap. 

No mother or owner was 
found, so they will now be 
hand-reared by Cats Protec- 
tion volunteers and rehomed 
once old enough. 


Centenarian yogi 

USA: A 100-year-old yoga 
instructor says he has no 
plans to stop practising and 
teaching. 

Tao Porchon-Lynch first 
encountered the ancient 
practice of yoga at the age of 
seven on a beach in India, 
where she was born. She 
now works in Hartsdale, a 








northern suburb of New 
York City. 

Porchon-Lynch says her 
mission is to teach people 
how to breathe right. Earlier 
this year, Indian prime min- 
ister Narendra Modi aw- 
arded her the prestigious 
Padma Shri Award for excep- 
tional achievement. 

Despite four hip replace- 
ments, she also does ball- 
room dancing at a Fred As- 
taire Dance Studio and has 
been on the television show 
America’s Got Talent. 


Big swim 
Thailand: A dog found 
swimming more than 220km 
from shore by workers on 
an oil rig crew in the Gulf of 
Thailand has been returned 
safely to land. 

A worker on the oil rig

tion, Vitisak Payalaw, said 
on his Facebook page that 
the dog was seen swimming 
toward the platform. The 
crew managed to rescue the 
dog by putting a rope around 
its neck and hauling it up.

USA: Authorities say three 
women who were applying 
suntan lotion publicly in the 


nude at a Florida rest stop 
led police on a 34km chase, 
drove a car at a deputy and 
threatened another deputy 
with a bat. 

The Florida Highway Pa- 
trol says when a deputy ap- 
proached the women in Dade 
City, they started dressing. 
They said they had been 
staying at a relative’s home 
but went to the rest stop after 
an altercation and had no- 
where else to go. The Tampa 
Bay Times reports the 
women claimed they were 
“air drying” after washing 
up. The women then fled ina 
car. The three ultimately 
were caught. They’ve been 
charged with aggravated as- 
sault on a law enforcement 
officer, resisting arrest, 
fleeing to elude and indecent 
exposure.
